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GRADE  CROSSING  AT  NORTON  FURNACE. 


Two  years  ago,  upon  the  petition  of  the  Old  Colony 
Railroad  Company,  commissioners  were  appointed  by  the 
Superior  Court  to  consider  the  question  of  separating  the 
grades  of  the  highway  and  railroad  at  this  crossing.  The 
commissioners  held  several  hearings,  at  each  of  which  the 
town  was  represented  through  its  selectmen.  The  com- 
missioners having  first  decided  that  public  safety  and 
convenience  required  the  proposed  change  in  grade,  next 
gave  their  consideration  to  the  manner  in  which  this 
change  should  be  made  At  one  of  the  hearings  a  plan 
was  offered  by  the  engineers  of  the  New  Haven  Railroad 
that  proposed  the  building  of  a  new  highway,  which 
should  cross  the  railroad  upon  an  overhead  bridge  at  a 
point  near  White's  ice  houses,  and,  then  turning,  should 
return  to  the  old  highway  at  a  point  but  a  few  rods 
southerly  of  the  present  crossing.  The  adoption  of  this 
plan  would  have  entailed  the  use  of  a  very  crooked  piece 
of  road  to  the  present  and  future  generations,  and  was  so 
objectionable  that  a  protest  was  made  against  its  accept- 
ance by  the  commissioners.  At  the  next  hearing  a  plan 
was  entered  by  the  selectmen,  which  practicajly  was  the 
one  afterwards  adopted.  By  this  plan  the  new  highway 
is  to  cross  the  railroad  just  westerly  of  the  present  cross- 
ing upon  a  bridge  twenty-two  feet  above  the  rails.  The 
approaches  to  the  bridge  will  be  of  easy  grade,  advantage 
having  been  taken  of  the  higher  ground  on  either  side. 
The  report  of  the  commissioners  has  been  made  to 
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the  Court  and  their  findings  have  been  affirmed.  The  New 
Haven  Railroad  Company  is  to  have  full  charge  of  the 
work  of  construction,  which  has  already  been  commenced 
and  will  be  finished  in  early  summer.  By  statute  ten 
per  cent,  of  the  cost  of  the  construction  will  fall  upon  the 
town.  It  has  been  estimated  that  this  share  will  be  up- 
wards of  two  thousand  dollars.  No  special  action  of  the 
town  towards  the  raising  of  this  sum  is  required,  as  the 
payment  of  the  amonnt  will  probably  be  extended  over 
several  years,  and  the  assessors,  by  the  authority  of  a 
warrant  to  that  effect  from  the  State  Treasurer,  can  each 
year  levy  such  sums  as  may  be  required.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the 
reports  of  the  town  officers. 

Article  6.  To  raise  money  for  the  repairs  of  roads  and 
bridges. 

Article  7.  To  raise  money  for  the  support  of  poor  and 
incidental  expenses. 

Article  8.    To  raise  money  for  the  support  of  schools. 

Article  9.  To  raise  money  for  the  transportation  of 
school  children. 

Article  10.  To  raise  money  for  the  purchase  of  school 
supplies. 

Article  11.  To  raise  money  for  the  repairs  of  school 
houses. 

Article  12.  To  determine  the  manner  of  repairing  their 
school  houses. 

Article  13.  To  raise  money  for  the  payment  of  the 
town's  proportion  of  the  salary  of  superintendent  of  schools. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  money 
toward  the  support  of  the  Norton  Public  Library. 

Article  15.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  to 
suppress  the  illegal  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  the  town 
of  Norton,  and  raise  money  therefor. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  money 
for  Memorial  Day  services. 
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Article  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  that  the  high- 
ways of  the  said  town  may  be  placed  back  in  districts,  as 
they  were  before  and  prior  to  the  election  of  road  commis- 
sioners, and  a  surveyor  chosen  from  each  district,  as  they 
were  prior  to  election  of  road  commissioners. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  treas- 
urer, with  the  approval  of  the  board  of  selectmen,  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the 
list  of  jurors  as  presented  by  the  selectmen. 

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  build  a 
receiving  tomb  in  either  of  the  cemeteries  and  appropriate 
money  therefor. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  towards  making  surveys  and  estimates  on  a  water 
supply  for  said  town. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  warrant,  by  posting  up 
attested  copies  of  the  body  of  the  same,  at  each  of  the  public 
meeting  houses  in  said  town,  seven  days  at  least  before  the 
time  of  holding  said  meeting. 

Hereof  fail  not,  and  make  due  return  of  this  warrant,  with 
your  doings  therein,  to  the  town  clerk  at  the  time  and  place 
of  said  meeting.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


The  school  committee  respectfully  present  the  following 
report : 

The  most  that  can  be  said  of  the  year  that  has  passed 
is,  that  the  committee  has  put  to  the  best  use  the  appro- 
priations, and  kept  well  within  the  bounds  of  the  same. 
The  amount  needed  is  always  carefully  estimated  in 
advance,  to  be  presented  to  the  town  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing, and  although  no  one  can  foresee  to  a  surety  that 
this  sum  will  be  exact,  it  is  pretty  certain  that  a  small 
cut  down  even,  will  hamper  the  work  seriously. 

An  annoyance  has  been  felt  as  usual  in  the  tied-up 
state  of  the  school  money. 

Work  projected  has  had  to  stop,  because  of  the  custom 
of  specifying  the  use  to  which  certain  appropriations 
shall  be  put,  such  as  transportation,  etc.,  whereas,  could 
a  possible  surplus  have  been  diverted  to  another  use,  the 
work  might  have  been  done. 

There  is  no  question  but  the  town  can  now  legally  vote 
a  sufficent  sum  of  money  to  cover  the  expense  of  running 
the  schools,  exclusive  ol  repairs,  and  provided  this  is  done 
it  will  do  away  with  much  vexation. 

The  expense  for  repairs  next  year  may  be  larger  than 
usual.  The  general  feeling  all  along,  has  been  that  some 
radical  change  would  be  made,  and  it  would  be  best  not 
to  do  too  much  other  than  keep  roofs  tight  and  sides 
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painted.  To  make  some  of  the  small  buildings  habitable 
however  may  call  for  a  moderate  outlay. 

The  unusual  interest  manifested  in  the  public  school 
has  had  one  effect,  it  has  been  the  means  of  extending  to 
many,  the  knowledge  possessed  heretofore  by  the  few;: 
that  there  are  laws  already  enacted,  that  if  applied,  would 
pretty  thoroughly  settle  the  question  of  repair  beyond' 
dispute.  It  is  the  disposition  of  no  one  to  push  any 
advantage  gained  by  this,  or  other  information,  until 
some  unsolved  problems  of  consolidation  and  the  like  are- 
settled,  the  powers  that  be  can  be  confidently  relied  on 
not  to  make  themselves  unduly  obnoxious  meanwhile. 

The  attitude  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  has 
always  been  beneficient ;  seeking  to  extend  educational 
privileges  uniformly  throughout  the  Commonwealth. 
This  liberal  position  has  met  with  little  appreciation  in 
rural  towns  in  the  past ;  their  greatest  wish,  being  to  be 
let  severely  alone,  in  the  management  of  their  schools. 
It  is  now  true  however  that  this  spirit  is  passing!  and 
the  legislation  enacted,  as  well  as  that  in  prospect,  is 
construed  with  more  clearness.  For  the  future  of  our 
schools  it  comes  to  this.  Whether  the  town  is  to  wait  fur 
compulsory  state  law  to  force  an  unwilling  advance,  mean- 
while patronizing  mark  down  sales  and  bargain  counters, 
and  furnishing  experimental  schools  for  teachers,  depriv- 
ing the  children  of  their  rights  to  receive  the  best  possible 
start  in  life,  when  the  fault  is  not  theirs,  the  environment 
of  country.  Whether  after  all  the  seeming  economy  is 
not  extravagance  instead.  It  is  recognized  that  the  ellect 
of  good  schools  is  far-reaching,  extending  beyond  the 
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primary  outcome,  to  the  upbuilding  of  the  town  with  a 
class  most  desired,  with  the  resultant  good.  The  present 
superintendent  deserves  great  praise  for  the  disposition 
he  has  shown  to  make  the  best  of  things.  With  the 
material  furnished  he  has  certainly  produced  excellent 
results,  and  our  schools  to-day  are  by  no  means  the  low- 
est on  the  list,  and  if  all  would  unite  in  a  practical 
application  of  the  State's  broad  policy  to  the  town,  put- 
ting aside  all  "mine"  and  "thine"  and  agreeing  in  measures 
to  make  "the"  schools  what  they  should  be,  the  outcome 
would  be  the  best  lodestone  the  community  could  possess. 

It  is  suggested  that  some  parents  may  not  be  aware  of 
the  full  benefits  of  superintendence.  Here  is  a  specialist 
in  education  employed  by  the  town  ;  a  timely  consultation 
with  him  may  be  the  means  of  starting  your  child  in  the 
path  that  will  lead  up  to  his  life  work. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  superintendent's  report, 
which  is  very  complete  and  suggestive,  and  should  be 
carefully  considered,  also  to  a  treatise  on  the  town  schools 
by  Rev.  F.  W,  Holden. 

In  this  last  are  given  the  author's  conclusions,  the 
result  of  a  careful  study  of  the  school  problem,  and  the 
views  and  plans  therein  presented  are  heartily  endorsed 
by  your  committee. 

It  may  be  here  remarked,  that  the  benefits  of  a 
reduction  in  the  number  of  the  school  committee,  pointed 
•out  in  this  essay  are,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee, 
sufficient  to  warrant  the  change.  It  has  been  evident  to 
many  since  the  days  of  superintendence,  that  more  and 
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better  business  could  be  transacted  by  three,  than  by  the 
present  unwieldy  number. 

In  conclusion  the  committee  wish  to  call  attention  to 
the  regular  meetings  held  by  them  at  the  Town  Hal),  the 
first  Monday  evenings  of  each  month.  These  sessions  are 
always  public  and  all  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the 
schools  are  cordially  invited  to  attend.

SUPERINTENDENTS  REPORT. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Norton : — 

My  fifth  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools 
is  herewith  presented : 

The  past  year  has  been  by  far  the  most  satisfactory 
of  any  since  my  connection  with  the  sceools. 

The  general  interest  has  increased,  and  the  quality 
of  the  work  done  has  improved.  We  have  had  a  less 
number  of  changes  among  the  teachers  than  usual,  and 
have  had  as  a  result  little  or  no  misunderstanding  and 
friction  between  parents  and  teachers. 

The  attendance  in  general  has  been  very  good,  with 
the  usual  exceptions.  Daring  the  early  part  of  the  year 
the  school  experienced  the  worst  epidemic  from  whooping 
cough  that  they  have  had  for  years.  In  some  cases  they 
were  obliged  to  close,  and  in  other  cases  the  attendance 
was  reduced  to  one- half.  The  effect  was  very  detri- 
mental to  our  averages. 

Since  the  last  report  was  submitted  some  changes 
have  been  made  in  the  conduct  of  the  schools,  the  most 
notable  being  the  suspension  of  the  higher  grades  at  the 
Sturdy  School,  and  the  transportation  of  pupils  of  the 
grammar  grades  from  No.  1  to  that  school. 

The  suspension  of  the  higher  grades  became  a  neces- 
sity in  order  to  make  room  for  the  overflow  from  No.  1. 
That  school  (No.  1)  had  increased  in  membership  until  it 
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became  necessary  to  put  in  extra  seats,  and  even  then 
some  pupils  were  obliged  to  sit  on  settees  for  lack  of 

desks. 

It  was  thought  that  by  transporting  some  twelve  or 
fifteen  the  school  could  be  reduced  to  practically  the 
primary  grades,  and  thus  enable  all  classes  to  have  a  bet- 
ter opportunity. 

The  change  brought  about  one  surprise.  We  ex- 
pected that  the  additions  to  the  Sturdy  School  would 
bring  the  numbers  there  up  to  about  forty. 

Instead  of  that  there  have  been  enrolled  during  the 
fall  term  fifty-three, — at  least  twenty  more  than  one 
teacher  having  four  grades  can  handle  with  justice  either 
to  himself  or  the  pupils. 

While  the  number  of  pupils  in  town  does  not  vary 
much  from  year  to  year,  nevertheless  the  number  in  the 
different  localties  does  change. 

At  East  Norton  there  is  a  slow  but  constant  de- 
crease from  year  to  year.  At  the  Center  and  Chartley 
there  is  a  corresponding  increase. 

The  increase  in  attendance  is  due  to  a  large  number 
of  children  remaining  in  school  to  complete  the  work  of 
the  grades.  This  is  the  most  healthy  sign  of  an  increas- 
ing interest  that  can  possibly  be  found. 

For  the  year  ending  December  31,  1896,  there  was 
an  average  membership  in  the  Sturdy  Grammar  School 
of  t  wenty,  and  an  average  attendance  of  eighteen.  During 
the  past  year  the  average  membership  was  forty-seven, 
and  the  average  attendance  forty-four. 
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ABSENTEEISM. 

I  wish  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  parents  the  urgent 
necessity  of  sending  their  children  to  school  every  day. 
There  are  many  parents,  I  am  sure,  who  do  not  mean  to 
keep  their  children  out  enough  to  do  any  harm,  but  it  is 
impossible  for  a  child  to  miss  even  one  session  and  not 
lose  something  which  he  can  never  make  up.  I  am  some- 
times surprised  when  I  examine  the  registers  at  the  num- 
ber of  occasional  absences  of  our  best  pupils.  Not  only 
does  the  pupil  lose  who  is  absent,  but  he  keeps  the  entire 
grade  back  while  his  work  is  being  explained  to  him  that 
he  may  catch  up. 

Suppose  a  child  is  absent  one  day  in  a  week  on  an 
average  for  the  entire  school  year,  how  much  time  has  he 
actually  lost?  Certainly  one- fifth  of  the  year,  or  a  total 
of  seven  and  one-fifth  weeks. 

TEACHERS— BOARDING  PLACES. 

One  of  the  first  essentials  in  engaging  a  teacher  is 
to  furnish  her  with  a  good  boarding  place. 

In  almost  everv  section  of  the  town  there  is  diffi- 
culty  in  securing  places  where  teachers  may  feel  at  home. 
By  this  I  mean  simply  that  people  do  not  desire  teachers 
to  hoard,  and  when  one  is  taken  it  is  a  matter  of  accom- 
modation to  some  one. 

Teachers  feel  that  they  are  a  burden  on  the  family, 
and  there  is  an  unrest  which  is  not  conducive  to  good 
results. 
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In  order  for  a  teacher  to  do  her  best  work  she  must 
have  the  feeling  not  only  that  she  has  the  moral  support 
of  the  community,  but  that  she  is  a  welcome  addition  to 
her  boarding  place. 

While  this  state  of  atfairs  is  to  be  deplored,  it  is  no 
doubt  preferable  to  the  old-time  rivalry  when  the  bin  ning 
questions  in  every  rural  town  in  relation  to  school  ;i flairs 
were,  who  should  board  the  teacher,  saw  the  wood  and 
kindle  the  fires. 

CHANGING  TEACHERS. 

One  of  the  worst  features  in  connection  with  mixed 
schools  is  the  constant  change  of  teachers.  Those  who 
are  by  nature  and  education  fitted  to  be  teachers  do  not 
have  to  remain  in  these  schools  long  unless  they  desire 
to  do  so,  by  being  able  to  live  at  home  or  for  personal 
reasons. 

There  never  was  a  time  in  the  history  of  schools 
when  so  much  was  demanded  of  teachers  as  at  the  pres- 
ent time.  There  was  never  a  time  when  there  was  such 
a  demand  for  good  teachers  as  now. 

For  this  reason  I  wish  to  bring  to  your  notice  and 
consideration  the  desirability  of  holding  our  best  teacher 
at  any  reasonable  price  and  also  of  overlooking  the  little, 
petty  faults  which  the  ordinary  teacher  is  liable  to  have. 

There  is  no  one  placed  under  the  eye  of  public  scrutiny 
who  has  not  some  visible  trait  or  weakness,  and  the 
teachers  we  hire  are  not  less  human  than  ordinary  mor- 
tals.   It  often  happens  that  a  teacher  is  turned  away  on 
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account  of  some  unfortunate  characteristic  and  some  one 
is  engaged  to  replace  her,  not  nearly  as  good  in  any  way, 
but  who,  like  the  proverbial  "  new  broom,''  sweeps  clean 
for  a  time  until  the  new  wears  off,  when  it  is  found  that 
the  change  has  been  for  the  worse  rather  than  the  better. 

No  teacher  can  do  her  best  the  first  year  in  a  school. 
It  takes  a  long  time  to  become  acquainted  with  the  dis- 
positions, capacities  and  outside  influences  which  affect 
very  materially  the  school  work  of  each  individual  pupil. 

As  an  example,  we  often  find  a  pupil  whose  sight  is 
such  that  he  is  unable  to  see  the  maps  on  the  blackboard. 
He  must  be  seated  where  he  can  see  these  to  advantage  ; 
9  again,  teachers  notice  that  children  sometimes  have  diffi- 
culty in  hearing  correctly.  Investigation  shows  that  the 
hearing  of  one  ear  is  impaired  and  that  the  diseased  ear 
is  nearest  the  teacher.  The  pupils  seat  is  changed  and 
he  thereafter  experiences  no  trouble.  All  these  things 
and  many  more  make  a  conscientious  teacher  valuable, 
and  if  such  a  teacher  is  worth  a  dollar  more  a  week  to 
teach  the  children  of  some  other  town  or  city,  she  ought 
to  be  worth  just  as  much  to  the  town  of  Norton. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  lost  several  excellent 
teachers.  In  every  case  we  have  been  fortunate  in  their 
successors 

Upon  the  resignation  of  Miss  Heckmann  of  the  Sturdy 
school,  the  parents  requested  a  male  principal,  owing  to 
the  large  number  to  be  added  to  the  grammar  school. 
For  this  position  Mr.  Harry  E.  Gardner,  a  teacher  of 
successful  experience  and  a  graduate  of  Bridge  water 
Normal  School,  was  elected  at  a  salary  of  five  hundred 
dollars  a  year,  with  a  promise  of  an  increase  if  successful. 
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Mr.  Gardner  was  engaged  for  the  full  school  year  of 
forty  weeks,  as  is  customary  in  engaging  male  principals, 
and  as  it  would  have  required  the  same  salary  for  thirty- 
six  weeks  the  town  may  consider  itself  fortunate.  The 
increase  in  members  during  the  fall  term  rendered  it  im- 
possible fur  Mr.  Gardner  to  do  the  work  of  the  four 
grades,  and,  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  committee, 
Miss  Alice  S.  Kerry,  principal  of  the  grammar  school  in 
Warwick,  was  elected  as  assistant  to  have  charge  of  the 
work  in  grades  five  and  six.  This  gives  the  pupils  as 
good  advantage  as  any  city  school  would  offer. 

TRANSPORTATION. 

As  the  subject  of  transportation  money  is  a  pertinent 
•one  at  the  present  time,  it  being  absolutely  necessary 
under  present  conditions,  the  following  table  showing  the 
increased  expenditure  throughout  the  state  for  the  past 
twelve  years  miy  be  of  interest  to  the  citizens. 

It  may  not  be  generally  known  also  that  by  a  law 
now  in  effect,  electric  railroads  must  furnish  school  chil- 
dren with  half  fare  tickets,  good  going  to  and  returning 
from  school  only.

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EXHIBITION  OF  SCHOOL  WORK. 

An  exhibition  of  the  work  done  by  the  pupils  in  the 
schools  was  held  in  the  Town  Hall  in  June.  This  work 
consisted  of  penmanship,  composition,  drawing  mounting, 
map  work  and  picture  collections.  Illustrated  nuinliei: 
work  was  shown  also,  as  well  as  some  kindergarten  work. 
I  am  sorry  that  more  of  the  parents  did  not  find  it  con- 
venient to  attend.  Such  things  are  a  great  encouragement 
to  the  children  and  nothing  lends  a  healthier  influence 
than  for  parents  to  show  a  genuine  interest  and  apprecia- 
tion of  their  efforts.  Another  exhibition  will  probably 
be  held  in  June,  and  I  sincerely  trust  that  every  parent 
will  make  it  a  point  to  be  present. 

MUSIC. 

Two  exhibitions  of  the  work  in  music  were  given 
during  the  year  and  two  more  will  be  given  during  the 
coming  year.  The  work  is  progressing  and  the  interest 
in  the  subject  is  good. 

MEMORIAL  DAY  SERVICES. 

The  Chartley  schools  united  for  their  memorial  exer- 
cises and  held  them  in  the  evening  in  Wetherell's  Hall. 
It  seems  to  me  that  it  is  a  good  innovation  and  we  think 
that  it  will  do  well  to  continue.  Evening  exercises  call 
out  more  people  and  allow  the  fathers  to  attend,  who  as 
a  rule  could  not  if  the  exercises  were  held  in  the  aftei- 
noon. 
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BOOKS  AND  SUPPLIES. 

The  schools  are  now  well  supplied  with  text  books 
and  we  have  the  usual  stock  of  supplies  on  hand. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  peen  purchased  a 
complete  set  of  wall  maps  and  a  MacCouns'  Historical 
Chart  for  the  grammar  room  at  Chartley. 

During  the  coming  year,  as  far.  as  the  appropiation 
will  permit,  I  hope  to  commence  on  a  supply  of  modern 
apparatus  for  the  other  building  in  town.  All  the  schools 
are  sadiy  in  need  of  many  appliances,  and,  as  the  cost  is 
considerable,  it  will  be  possible  to  purchase  but  a  com- 
paratively small  amount  for  each  school  each  year.  It  is 
however  the  best  investment  that  can  possibly  be  made. 
Every  manufacturer  realizes  that  in  order  to  meet  the 
necessary  competition  he  must  keep  up  to  date  with  his 
machinery.  The  same  principle  holds  in  school  work. 
Several  years  ago  it  was  a  popular  belief  that  the  use  of 
the  spelling  book  was  wrong  in  principle  and  that  the 
pupil's  spelling  lesson  should  be  taken  from  his  daily  les- 
son in  all  subjects.  1  did  not  find  the  pupils  supplied 
with  spelling  books,  but,  as  I  think  the  idea  was  a  bad 
one,  I  have  purchosed  the  neecesary  books  and  now  all 
pupils  above  the  third  grade  have  spellers. 

I  hope  to  be  able  also  to  furnish  each  child  above  the 
fourth  grade  with  a  small  dictionary.  While  there  is  a 
large  dictionary  in  every  room,  yet  it  is  not  always  con- 
sulted when  it  should  be.  The  small  dictionary  in  the 
hands  of  the  pupils  will  be  of  great  assistance. 

To  the  list  of  reading  books  published  in  the  report  of 
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last  year  there  have  been  added,  during  the  year,  Nature's 
Byways  for  the  second  grade,  and  the  Story  of  Hiawatha 
for  the  third  grade.

A  NEW  BUILDING. 

In  response  to  the  requested  of  the  Committee  the 
superintendent  will  express  his  ideas  in  a  few  words. 

Two  propositions  have  been  advanced  —  one,  to  add 
a  other  room  to  the  Center  building  and  employ  a  teacher 
for  the  grammar  grades  now  being  transported  to  Chart- 
ley ;  the  second  plan,  to  build  an  entirely  new  building 
at  such  place  as  may  be  determined  upon  and  consolidate 
nil  the  schools  except  those  at  Chartley. 
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Of  the  first  plan  I  doubt  the  advisability.  The  cost  of 
sueh  an  addition  would  not  be  far  from  one  thousand  dol- 
lars. It  is  only  claimed  to  be  a  makeshift  for  "  ten  or 
twelve  years."  And,  in  fact,  if  the  Center  continues  to 
increase,  even  though  slowly,  it  will  not  be  ten  years  be- 
fore something  else  will  be  needed. 

Again,  looking  at  it  from  the  standpoint  of  the  chil- 
dren, it  will  not  be  a  wise  move. 

While  the  present  plan  of  transportation  has  its  dis- 
advantages it  has  its  corresponding  advantages,  because 
the  children  will  have  the  benefit  of  a  closer  and  more 
careful  grading,  which  is  in  line  with  all  modern  schools. 

If  the  time  is  not  ripe  for  consolidation,  and  the  people 
do  not  wish  it,  I  think  it  would  be  a  mistake  to  open  up 
another  school  and  thus  make  two  small  four  grade  gram- 
mar schools  instead  of  the  present  plan,  which  is  virtually 
a  two-grade  school  for  each  teacher.  Whatever  is  done 
should  be  done  with  this  thought,  that  we  are  working  in 
the  twentieth  century,  that  the  children  who  are  to 
attend  these  schools  must  struggle  for  a  livelihood  with 
twentieth  century  problems,  and  that  the  plans  fur  their 
preparation  ought  not  to  be  on  a  nineteenth  i  entury 
basis. 

The  movement  every  where  is  toward  consolidation. 
These  little  schools  scattered  in  remote  sections  are 
but  expensive  luxuries  at  best  and  often  require  the  ser- 
vices of  a  teacher  who  is  far  too  valuable  to  the  town  in 
ueneral  to  be  allowed  to  rust  out  with  a  few  children 
when  she  could  be  such  a  power  in  a  well-graded  school 
of  ihirty  pupils.    No  business  man  in  his  private  affairs 
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would  for  a  moment  tolerate  such  expenditures.  In  a 
mixed  school  there  is  but  little  time  for  each  recitation, 
and  the  pupils  work  along  individually,  getting  their 
knowledge  from  the  pages  of  a  book,  but  having  little 
time  devoted  to  them  for  the  practical  application  of 
what  they  have  learned.  Given  a  well-graded  system 
of  schools  and  a  town  becomes  a  good  residential  section ; 
but  few  parents  whose  children  have  had  the  advantages 
of  graded  schools  care  to  go  into  a  place  where  their 
children  must  return  to  the  ungraded  system. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  under  an  equally  good  school 
system  the  country  child  is  far  more  fortunate  and  makes 
better  progress  than  the  city  child. 

The  reasons  are  obvious.  He  has  the  good  pure  air, 
plenty  of  exercise,  and  some  work  to  do  at  home  so  that 
his  body  is  developed  with  greater  robustness.  Moreover, 
his  having  certain  work  to  do  at  home  before  and  after 
school  is  one  of  greatest  blessings  which  can  befall  boys 
and  girls.  It  makes  them  practical,  increases  self-reliance, 
and  teaches  them  to  overcome  obstacles.  There  can  be 
no  worse  condition  happen  to  a  boy  than  that  he  has 
nothing  to  do  "  except  to  get  his  lessons." 

There  are  habits  of  industry  to  be  formed,  strength  of 
character  to  be  acquired,  and  resolute  nobility  of  purpose 
to  be  strengthened  in  order  that  the  children  of  to-day 
may  be  the  men  and  women  of  action  to-morrow.  The 
best  work  that  the  schools  can  do  is  to  implant  the  very 
elementary  facts  which  form  the  basis  of  our  daily  social 
and  business  transactions.  Habits  of  neatness,  of  punctu- 
ality, of  honesty,  and  of  persistent  work  are  formed  in

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school  as  far  as  it  is  possible  for  a  child  to  be  affected  by 
the  personality  of  his  teacher  for  the  few  hours  a  day  he 
is  with  her. 

But  the  work  of  the  schools  must  be  supplemented  by 
the  influence  of  the  home  in  order  to  accomplish  the 
greatest  amount  of  good. 

In  closing  this  report  I  wish  to  urge  upon  parents  the 
necessity  of  sending  their  children  to  the  farthest  possi- 
ble limit. 

Every  decade  needs  more  and  more  educated  men  and 
women.  Specialists  in  every  profession,  every  trade,  and 
every  business  is  the  order  of  the  day. 

Years  ago  it  was  "  old  men  for  counsel  and  young  men 
for  action."  To-day  it  is  the  young  men  for  both  counsel 
and  action,  and  the  man  who  has  struggled  along  for 
many  years  acquiring  his  knowledge  on  the  hard  road  of 
experience,  suddenly  finds  himself  supplemented  by  a 
stripling  fresh  from  college,  because  the  position  de- 
manded an  "  up-to-date  man."  Especially  is  this  so  in 
all  departments  of  engineering  and  architecture. 

Not  only  is  an  education  profitable  for  the  financial 
returns  it  brings  but  for  the  pleasure  which  can  be  de- 
rived from  a  power  to  comprehend  and  understand  the 
things  with  which  we  come  in  contact. 

For  girls  who  are  not  able  to  go  to  college  the  profes- 
sion of  teaching  offers  at  once  a  profitable  and  pleasant 
business.  This  state  supports  ten  Normal  Schools  in 
which  tuition  and  books  are  free  to  the  residents  of  the 
state.    A  good  teacher,  of  two  or  three  years'  experience, 
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can  command  from  four  to  six  hundred  dollars  a  year, 
and  the  supply  is  not  equal  to  the  demand. 

As  superintendent,  I  shall  be  very  glad,  at  any  time, 
to  call  on  parents  and  talk  with  them  concerning  their 
children. 

"  No  man  ever  knew  too  much,  but  there  is  no  one  who 
does  not  every  day  see  his  sore  need  of  more  knowledge. "

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THE  SCHOOL  QUESTION  IN  NORTON. 

A  discourse  given  by  Rev.  F.  W.  Holden  in  the  Unitarian  Church, 
Norton,  Sunday  evening,  January  27,  1901. 

No  question  that  is  before  the  citizens  of  this  town  is 
as  important  as  the  school  question.  The  truth  of  this 
statement  will  be  more  apparent  when  we  realize  the  fact 
that  our  schools  are  not  satisfactory.  In  considering  the 
question  it  is  not  my  purpose  to  censure  the  school  com- 
mittee ;  for  they  have  a  harder  problem  to  solve  than 
most,  who  are  not  school  committee,  are  aware  of. 
Neither  am  I  to  criticise  the  superintendent ;  for  he 
works  hard  to  make  the  most  out  of  the  situation  with 
which  he  has  to  deal.  I  am  not  here  to  find  fault  with 
our  teachers,  for  on  the  whole  we  have  good  teachers.  I 
would  like,  however,  to  consider  with  you  the  schools  of 
this  town  as  they  are  and  what  we  ought  to  make  them. 

The  phrase  "  old  and  new "  is  a  familiar  phrase. 
There  is  the  old  system  of  schools  and  the  new  system  of 
schools.  In  this  town  we  are  neither  new  or  old.  We 
have  simply  tried  to  apply  the  new  system  to  the  old  set 
of  tools,  and  find  that  it  does  not  work  in  a  satisfactory 
manner.  In  other  words,  it  is  very  hard  to  have  a 
graded  school  having  all  the  grades  in  the  same  room  and 
taught  by  one  teacher.  The  teacher  having  ten  scholars 
and  eight  or  nine  grades  works  harder  and  her  work  is 
less  satisfactory  than  that  of  the  teacher  having  three 
times  as  many  scholars  and  only  half  as  many  grades. 
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The  attempt  to  grade  the  schools  and  make  it  possible 
for  the  teacher  to  do  justice  to  the  scholars,  has  been  and 
is  a  hard  question  with  which  to  deal,  and  has  caused 
considerable  dissatisfaction.  Changes  have  been  neces- 
sary, with  the  result  that,  during  the  last  five  years,  the 
schools  have  not  been  doing  as  good  work  as  at  the  pres- 
ent time.  This  statement  could  not  be  made  if  it  had 
not  been  for  what,  at  the  time,  was  considered  quite  a 
radical  change  in  the  Center  and  Sturdy  Schools.  The 
Center  School  had  become  congested.  There  were  more 
scholars  than  the  school  house  would  accommodate ;  there 
were  more  classes  than  the  teacher  could  hear ;  there 
were  more  grades  than  one  teacher  could  look  after. 

A  year  ago  we  had  what  was  called  a  High  School  in 
the  Sturdy  School  building.  In  the  readjustment  the 
High  School  was  given  up,  the  two  upper  grades  in  the 
Center  School  taken  out  and  transported  to  the  Sturdy 
Grammar  School.  By  so  doing,  the  Center  School  was 
relieved  and  could  be  looked  after  by  one  teacher, 
though  this  teacher  had  a  school  of  thirty  (30)  pupils 
with  a  prospect  of  an  increase  in  the  spring  term.  In 
doing  this  a  fair  sized  school  has  been  sent  to  the  Sturdy 
School.  At  the  present  time,  twenty-two  (22)  scholars 
which  naturally  belong  to  the  Center  are  transported  to 
Chartley.  The  result  is  that  the  Sturdy  Grammar 
School  is  full,  if  not  crowded. 

In  the  month  of  April  next  the  annual  examinations 
for  promotion  to  a  higher  grade  take  place.  At  the 
proper  time  the  schools  are  regraded,  the  upper  grade 
being  fitted  for  the  High  School.    I  am  told  that  when 
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the  fail  term  opens,  the  indications  are  that  the  Sturdy 
Grammar  School  will  be  unable  to  accommodate  the 
pupils  desirous  of  entering.  I  am  further  told  that  the 
spring  term  always  has  more  scholars  than  any  term  in 
the  school  year.  Under  these  conditions  it  would  seem 
that  the  school  committee  are  constantly  put  to  their 
wits'  end  to  know  how  to  adjust  matters  so  as  to  be  rea- 
sonably sure  of  good  accommodations  for  scholars. 

The  town  of  Norton  does  not  support  a  High  School. 
The  state  provides  for  just  such  cases.  Those  who  wish 
can  attend  the  High  School  of  adjoining  towns,  and  the 
town  sending  the  scholars  is  obliged  to  pay  the  tuition. 
At  the  present  time  this  town  is  paying  the  tuition  of 
fifteen  High  School  scholars  at  $1.25  per  week  for  each 
pupil,  which  in  the  year  amounts  to  $750.00  for  High 
School  tuition.  Add  to  this  $20.00  for  each  pupil  as  the 
cost  of  transportation,  which  the  parent  pays,  and  the 
present  High  School  expenses  may  well  cause  this  town 
to  stop  and  think  how  far  $1000.00  will  go  towards  sup- 
porting a  High  School  of  our  own.  Within  a  month  our 
superintendent  has  told  me  that,  in  his  opinion,  next 
year  the  town  will  have  to  pay  $1,000.00  for  High  School 
tuition  alone,  which  means  that  we  shall  send  twenty  of 
our  boys  and  girls  out  of  town  to  attend  school,  and  at 
an  age  when  too  much  exposure  to  the  atmosphere  of  the 
waiting-room  or  railroad  station  is  not  good  for  their 
moral  or  even  intellectual  development.  Farther  than 
that  we  are  daily  saying  to  our  children,  the  town  in 
which  you  live  has  not  suitable  schools  for  your  education, 
and  when  they  are  through  with  the  school,  they  in  turn 
will  say,  "  It  is  not  a  suitable  place  in  which  to  live." 
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The  boys  and  girls  which  the  town  needs  to  give  her 
strength,  character  and  business  are  driven  from  homer 
because  the  schools  are  not  such  as  they  ought  to  be  or 
might  be. 

A  few  days  ago  I  asked  the  question,  of  one  in  a 
position  to  give  an  intelligent  answer,  —  How  many 
scholars  in  town  are  prevented  from  having  a  year  or 
more  of  High  School  training  because  they  cannot  receive 
that  training  at  home  ?  The  one  of  whom  the  question 
was  asked  replied,  "  That  is  a  hard  question  to  answer, 
for  most  parents  are  too  proud  to  admit  that  they  cannot 
afford  to  send  their  boy  or  girl  to  an  out-of-town  school 
for  even  a  year.  But  from  observation  and  experience, 
my  judgment  is  that  as  many  are  kept  from  attending 
the  High  School  as  do  attend."  That  is  to  say,  this 
town  has  fifteen  boys  and  girls  whom  we  deprive  from 
having  a  year  or  more  of  High  School  instruction,  which 
in  itself,  is  an  absolute  wrong. 

To  attend  the  High  School  in  Attleboro,  Taunton  or 
Mansfield,  even  if  the  town  pays  the  tuition,  means  more 
than  those,  who  have  not  tried,  imagine.  The  cost  of 
transportation  is  twenty  dollars,  the  extra  cost  of  cloth- 
ing is  nearly  as  much  more ;  for  any  parent  who 
cares  for  their  child  is  too  proud  to  send  them  to  the  city 
shabbily  dressed.  Forty  dollars  is  a  large  school  tax  and 
many,  who  are  not  poor,  do  not  feel  equal  to  so  large  an 
expense.  I  made  this  statement  to  one  who  daily  sees 
boys  pass  on  their  way  to  the  High  School,  and  he  re- 
plied, "  I  guess  you  are  right,  judging  from  the  way  some 
of  the  boys  are  sprucing  up."

We  have  considered  two  or  three  phases  of  the  High 
School  question ;  we  have  considered  the  problem  of  re- 
lieving a  congested  school ;  we  have  said  something  about 
the  Grammar  School  and  the  congested  condition  before- 
it  unless  relief  is  found.  We  have  not  considered  schools 
that  are  not  congested  —  have  not  pupils  enough  to  make 
what  is  considered  a  good  school.  We  have  schools  of 
eight  and  ten  pupils.  Good  authority  states  that  where 
twenty  scholars  oan  be  gathered  it  is  best  to  have  a 
school,  but  when  the  number  is  reduced  to  ten,  the  ques- 
tion of  closing  the  school  and  transporting  the  scholars 
may  well  be  considered.  The  question  of  what  is  best 
for  the  very  small  school  is  as  serious  as  the  one  of  what 
is  best  for  the  school  that  has  more  scholars  than  it  can 
properly  care  for. 

I  have  been  asked  by  a  dozen  different  people,  "  What 
is  your  solution  for  the  school  problem  of  this  town  ?  " 
In  answering  that  question  several  things  are  to  be  taken 
into  consideration 

First,  the  old  and  the  new  must  have  a  word  of  atten- 
tion. I  am  satisfied,  even  if  we  wanted  it,  to  reinstate 
the  old  system,  in  all  its  glory,  is  an  impossibility. 
Neither  is  it  good  economy  or  good  business  management 
to  try  and  have  the  new  system  fitted  to  the  old  tools  ;  for 
it  works  with  a  jar,  there  is  too  much  friction.  The  only 
thing  left  is  the  new  system  with  suitable  conveniences 
for  its  operations. 

The  second  thing  that  I  would  like  to  impress  upon 
the  mind  is  that  our  schools  are  all  town  schools  and  not 
district  schools.    In  all  fairness,  the  schools  ought  to  be 
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as  good  in  one  part  of  the  town  as  they  are  in  another 
part.  That  the  schools  might  more  truly  be  town  schools, 
I  would  have  the  School  Committee  reduced  to  three  peo- 
ple, representing  the  entire  town,  instead  of  having  a 
committee  for  each  one  of  the  old  districts.  When  we 
bring  to  mind  that  we  have  a  superintendent  who  looks 
after  all  the  schools  better  than  a  special  committee,  the 
need  of  a  committee  for  each  district  has  passed  away. 
I  do  not  see  the  need  of  nine  men  to  look  after  our 
schools  any  more  than  we  need  a  board  of  nine  men  to 
look  after  town  affairs. 

The  third  thing  to  be  considered  are  the  schools  them- 
selves. Already  part  of  the  new  machinery  has  been 
provided.  We  have  a  school  superintendent,  and  I  see 
no  good  reason  why  one  should  not  be  kept  as  part  of 
any  school  management  that  might  be  adopted.  There 
are  certain  state  laws  in  regard  to  schools  that  every 
School  Committee  should  know  and  understand.  If  he 
does  not  know  these  laws  then  he  has  failed  in  an  import- 
ant duty. 

One  of  the  things  that  the  law  requires  of  the  com- 
mittee is  to  provide  suitable  school  buildings.  The  state 
reserving  the  right  to  say  what  is  a  suitable  building  for 
school  purposes.  I  have  been  told  that  the  town  has  not 
a  school  building  that  meets  all  the  requirements  of  the 
law,  at  least  not  but  one.  I  would  say,  however,  that 
the  state  shows  no  disposition  to  be  unjust  or  unreasona- 
ble in  this  matter,  but  is  willing  to  give  every  town 
ample  time  and  opportunity  to  put  her  school  property 
into  legal  shape.  The  question  of  suitable  school  build- 
ings is  one  which  this  town  ought  to  seriously  consider. 
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In  school  management  graded  schools  are  an  estab- 
lished fact.  We  may  sing  the  praises  of  the  old  fashioned 
country  school,  and  the  little  red  school  house ;  we  may 
speak  of  the  back  row  of  seats  in  which  sat  the  boys 
grown  to  men;  we  may  imagine  the  teacher  boarding 
around,  the  large  boys  building  the  fire,  and  the  larger 
girls  sweeping  the  school  house,  but  no  school  board  or 
superintendent  could  be  found  that  would  vote  to  go  back 
to  the  old  way  of  doing  things.  The  graded  school,  t he- 
hired  janitor,  the  steady  boarding  place  are  as  much 
established  facts  as  the  teacher,  herself,  and  the  only 
right  thing  to  do  is  to  make  the  rest  of  the  machinery 
correspond,  that  is,  if  we  would  make  good  use  of  the 
money  invested  and  have  good  schools. 

In  the  matter  of  system  the  town  is  given  some 
choice  and  the  School  Committee  is  given  considerable 
authority.  For  example,  if  in  any  part  of  the  town  a 
school  becomes  too  small  to  make  what  might  be  termed 
a  good  school,  the  committee  can  close  that  school  and 
transport  the  scholars  to  another  school.  This  is  being- 
done  with  both  good  and  bad  results,  but  wherever  tried 
the  transportation  must  be  first  class  or  the  system  is 
doomed  to  failure.  Again,  the  town  can  close  all  of  her 
schools,  and  in  some  central  locality  erect  a  building- 
large  enough  to  accommodate  all  her  scholars  and  trans- 
port them  to  this  central  school. 

In  some  towns  where  this  system  has  been  tried  the 
results  have  been  satisfactory,  as  in  the  town  of  Orleans. 
There  it  is  claimed  that  the  schools  are  better  but  more 
expensive.    The  facts  are  to  transport  a  school  in  first 
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class  shape  costs  fifteen  dollars  per  week,  which  is  three 
•or  four  dollars  more  than  it  costs  to  run  the  school,  but 
the  Central  graded  school  is  so  much  better  no  one 
wished  to  go  back  to  the  old  system.  I  would  say  of  the 
whole  transportation  system,  that  it  is  not  considered 
prudent  or  best  to  transport  small  children  long  distances. 
It  is  probably  better,  where  twelve  or  fifteen  scholars,  of 
not  too  many  grades,  can  be  gathered,  to  keep  the  school 
open  than  it  is  to  transport  children  three  or  four  miles. 
This  conclusion  might  be  modified  if  an  electric  car 
passed  the  door  and  the  time  of  transportation  was 
reduced  from  an  hour  to  fifteen  or  twenty  minutes  and 
the  cost  from  about  thirty  cents  per  scholar  to  five  cents 
per  scholar.  The  one  school  plan  is  not  adapted  to  all 
towns.  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  it  would  not  be 
adapted  to  this  town.  In  general,  I  would  say  that  in 
any  section  of  a  town  having  sufficient  number  of  pupils 
to  make  a  grammar  school,  it  would  be  good  economy  to 
establish  such  a  school,  and  even  with  a  grammar  school 
in  each  section  there  might  be  an  out-lying  district  where 
it  would  be  best  to  have  a  school.  I  hear  some  one 
saying,  "I  have  followed  you  from  the  beginning  and  you 
have  not  come  to  the  point — you  have  not  said  what 
would  be  good  for  this  town."  I  have  studied  this  very 
question  for  more  than  a  year  and  have  thought  out 
what,  to  my  mind,  would  be  a  good  and  reasonable 
system  of  schools.  A  primary  and  grammar  school  at 
Chartley,  a  primary  and  grammar  school  at  the  Center, 
and  a  primary  and  grammar  school  at  East  Norton. 
These  three  schools  would  meet  the  requirements  of 
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scholars  up  to  the  age  of  twelve  or  fifteen  years,  or  until 
they  had  passed  the  ninth  grade.  The  two  or  three  out- 
districts  could  be  governed  according  to  circumstances. 
Just  at  present  it  would  seem  best  to  close  some  of  the 
schools  and  transfer  the  scholars ;  in  other  cases  it  might 
be  best  to  keep  the  school  open.  In  the ,  Sturdy  school, 
we  have  just  such  a  school  as  I  have  in  mind  and  such  a 
school  as  other  sections  of  the  town  need.  It  might  not 
be  wise  to  go  headlong  into  the  business  of  building  new 
school  houses,  but  some  system  might  be  adopted  having 
the  best  interests  of  the  children  at  heart,  and  the 
present  year  is  a  good  time  to  make  a  beginning. 

In  providing  schools  for  the  younger  -pupils  the  High 
School  scholars  ought  not  to  be  overlooked.  With  the 
immediate  prospect  of  paying  $1,000  in  high  school 
tuition  and  burdening  the  parent  with  nearly  as  much 
more  in  the  form  of  car-fare  and  extra  cost  of  clothing,  and 
at  the  same  time,  in  all  probability,  wronging  at  least 
fifteen  other  boys  and  girls  by  preventing  them  from 
having  the  benefit  of  high  school  instruction,  the  question 
of  a  high  school  demands  our  attention. 

I  am  asked  "  Where  locate  the  high  school  ?"  When 
you  tell  me  where  the  high  school  scholars  are  to  be  found, 
then  consider  fairness  to  all  and  location  settles  itself,  at 
least  within  a  quarter  of  a  mile.  The  High  School  scholars 
are  not  in  any  one  section,  but  in  all  parts  of  the  town. 
Just  at  present  the  east  part  furnishes  more  than  any 
other  part.  It  would  seem,  in  fairness  to  all,  that  the 
high  school  ought  to  be  in  the  center  of  the  town. 

When  we  bring  to  mind  that  for  nearly  a  year  the 
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Center  School  has  transported  a  fair-sized  school  to  Chart- 
ley,  and  that  now  her  school  building  is  full,  it  would 
seem  that  the  Center  school  demanded  immediate  atten- 
tion. It  has  been  suggested  that  a  flat-roofed  extension 
be  put  up  on  the  present  schiol  building  and  the  need  of 
a  new  school  building  be  staved  of!  for  a  year  or  two. 
Such  an  arrangement  would  be  expensive  besides  being 
unsatisfactory.  It,  to  my  mind,  would  necessitate  another 
teacher ;  it  would  make  the  School  Committee  ashamed 
to  ask  an  outlying  school  to  transport  their  scholars  to  a 
school  not  as  good  as  their  own ;  it  would  degrade  instead 
of  adding  anything  to  the  town ;  it  would  not  help  to 
solve  the  High  School  question ;  it  would  look  cheap,  but 
would  be  expensive  cheapness ;  it  would  drive  people 
from  town  rather  than  invite  them  to  abide  with  us. 

Would  it  not  be  better  economy,  more  in  harmony 
with  our  present  needs  and  the  needs  of  the  next  twenty- 
five  years,  to  build  a  modern  four  room  school  building, 
neat  and  attractive  in  appearance,  and  in  it  house  our 
primary  and  grammar  schools,  leaving  ample  room  to 
establish  a  high  school  whenever  we  decide  that  that  is 
what  we  need,  which  I  believe  it  is.  I  have  been  told 
within  a  few  days  that  the  boys  of  this  town  have  never 
had  a  fair  chance.  If  true,  the  town  cannot  longer  afford 
to  have  such  a  grave  charge  laid  at  its  door.  In  closing 
permit  me  to  say  that  give  the  teachers  a  fair  chance  and 
a  suitable  place  in  which  to  do  their  work,  and  give  the 
parents  to  understand  that  obedience  is  the  first  rule  of 
school  and  Norton  schools  will  take  their  place  along  side 
the  best  schools  of  the  state.  The  question  of  "What 
shall  we  do  with  our  schools"  will  be  raised  no  more,  for 
we  will  know  and  understand  that  the  new  is  better  than 
the  old.

REPORT. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Norton : 

The  present  year  finds  the  educational  condition  a  little 
better  than  twelve  months  ago,  the  school  machinery  less 
crude  and  working  with  more  system  and  less  friction,  and 
although  the  ideal  is  still  far  ahead  of  the  actual,  it  is  cheering 
to  assure  and  be  assured  that  progress  is  likely  to  be  more 
rapid  in  the  future,  for,  to  quote  a  familiar  simile,  "the  bars 
are  down." 

If  there  is  any  institution  except  the  church  hedged  about 
with  custom,  it  is  the  district  school,  and  every  attempt  to 
break  through  this  barrier  has,  as  is  well  known,  been  resist- 
ed most  desperately,  and  about  all  intelligent  and  progressive 
citizens  at  all  times  could  do  was  to  poke  sundry  holes,  and 
bear  the  reputation  of  being  "odd"  as  gracefully  as  they 
could. 

The  watch  dogs  however  were  not  proof  against  the 
seductive  bait  of  financial  State  aid,  skilfully  thrown  at  the 
right  time,  and  thus  was  the  first  great  advance  made,  fore- 
stalling the  Commonwealth's  compulsory  law  by  a  few  years, 
namely,  in  superintendence. 
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SUPERINTENDENCE. 

The  town's  first  experience  was  not  at  first  gratifying,  for 
conditions  were  perplexing  for  both  contracting  parties, 
and  the  candidate  needed,  at  least,  to  be  as  wise  as  the 
proverbial  serpent,  and  as  harmless  as  possible.  He  was  a 
sort  of  tolerated  curiosity  condemned  in  advance  to  failure. 
It  is  now  however  that  we  can  point  with  pride  at  positive 
results.  What  the  schools  were  in  the  past  depended  in 
great  measure  on  the  committee,  what  they  are  now  depends 
on  them  only  to  the  extent  of  maintaining  a  good  superinten- 
dent. On  this  last  named,  now  rests  the  responsibility  of 
selecting  teachers  and  of  overseeing  their  work;  of  suggest- 
ing reforms  and  improvements  and  introducing  them  when 
feasible.  He  does,  and  should,  have  a  place  among  us  in 
educational  matters,  similar  to  the  family  physician  and 
family  lawyer,  trusted  and  consulted. 

Only  those  familiar  with  the  evils  and  abuse  of  power  that 
often  came  out  in  the  old  system,  can  appreciate  the  value  of 
skilled  supervision,  and  although  the  fruits  of  this  planting 
are  not  ripe  by  any  means,  yet  benefits  are  apparent  in  the 
more  uniform  excellence  of  schools.  The  lot  of  the  teachers 
is  infinitely  better,  and  they  can  pursue  their  work  assisted 
by  intelligence,  and  not  subject  in  any  way  to  the  whim  or 
caprice  of  a  committee  man,  ignorant  perhaps  in  nothing  so 
much  as  in  the  work  which  he  was  attempting  to  do.  In  this 
statement  it  must  be  understood  that  no  wholesale  condem- 
nation is  made  or  intended,  and  the  future  historian  will 
observe  that  a  more  well  meaning  and  hard  working  class  of 
men  never  were  elected  to  office  than  the  average  prudential 
committee,  who  gave  freely  of  their  time,  and  money  as 
well,  with  no  recompense  and  little  thanks,  and  if  it  is 
observed  that  the  expense  of  running  the  schools  is  gradually 
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increasing,  a  little  cause  may  be  traced  to  the  fact  that  the 
present  generation,  observing  how  profitable  thankless  ser- 
vice has  become,  are  doing  the  way  of  all  the  earth. 
Another  step  was  made  last  year  in 

REDUCING  THE  COMMITTEE. 

This  is  really  only  the  natural  sequence  of  the  special  super- 
vision, but  will  cause  some  little  confusion  until  the  final 
reduction  in  1903.  It  is  breaking  the  last  link  of  the  district 
system  and  will  work  nicely  with  the  Superintendency  when 
finally  accomplished. 

A  proper  amount  of  care  should  be  observed  in  suggesting 
candidates  for  this  office,  for  ignorance  can  obstruct  as  easily 
as  intelligence  can  promote.  If  individuals  are  moderately 
conservative  yet  alert  in  their  private  affairs,  it  is  reasonable 
to  expect  similar  measures  from  them  when  transplanted  into 
public.    "Men  do  not  gather  grapes  from  thorns." 

BUILDINGS. 

Repairs  have  been  considerable,  as  will  be  seen  by  the 
report,  but  new  heating  apparatus  is  necessary  for  comfort 
and  safety  in  several  houses  and  the  usual  painting  and 
shingling  for  preservation  as  well. 

Our  fathers  builded  not  better  but  as  well  as  they  knew, 
when  they  constructed  these  eight  houses  of  similar  pattern. 
These  structures  answered  the  purpose  for  which  they  were 
intended,  and  school  girls  rationally  clad  and  sensibly  shod, 
as  well  as  the  boys,  found  little  fault  as  far  as  can  be  learned. 
Indeed  in  1861  the  committee's  report  recommends  the 
method  of  heating  No.  2,  to  be  most  superior  and  worthy  of 
the  "favorable  notice  of  all  who  seek  improvement  in  this

direction."  It  can  now  be  as  truly  said  that  the  "system,"  if 
the  present  way  can  be  so  dignified,  we  now  use  in  seven  out 
of  our  nine  buildings,  is  as  crude  compared  with  a  modern 
method  of  heat  and  ventilation,  as  the  open  fireplace  to  the 
stove  now  in  use. 

When  that  reform  comes  shall  you  make  over  the  present 
buildings  or  build  new  ones  ? 

Are  you  going  about  this  matter  cheerfully  and  voluntary 
or  under  protest  and  compulsion  ?  It  is  best  for  us  to  do 
some  hard  thinking  on  these  questions.  Those  who  are  so 
optimistic  as  to  hope  for  much  from  the  town,  are  respectfully 
referred  to  the  record  of  the  past  for  account  of  concerted 
action,  conspicuous  only  by  its  absence.  There  are  however 
the  greatest  grounds  for  hope  when  the  district  bounds  shall 
have  been  forgotten  by  the  younger  generation,  aul  it  shall 
be  "our  town"  and  not  "our  corner." 

HIGH  SCHOOL  CHILDREN. 

The  sending  of  children  from  the  town  to  be  educated  is 
not  by  any  means  satisfactory  in  results.  When  these  pupils 
leave  our  schools  they  pass  in  a  great  measure  from  the  sight 
of  the  committee  and  can  only  be  judged  by  their  report 
cards  and  by  their  deportment  as  they  pass  to  and  fro  on 
their  way  to  school.  It  is  a  time  when  the  watchfulness  of 
parents  should  be  increased  rather  than  relaxed. 

It  would  seem  at  first  thought,  that  the  incentive  for  study, 
and  ambition  for  credit  would  be  increased  by  attending  a 
large  school  where  in  the  order  of  things  there  must  be  high 
ideals.  The  report  of  our  Superintendent  comes  as  a  sur- 
prise, showing  that  the  town  is  in  some  cases  getting  meagre 
returns  for  its  money,  and  that  the  committee  must  be  more 
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alert  in  this  line.  Do  parents  know  the  standing  of  their 
children  in  school?  Does  it  ever  occur  to  you  who  are  inter- 
ested, that  the  town  might  maintain  a  high  school  at  the 
Centre,  and  while  teaching  the  branches  required  by  law, 
introduce  such  others  that  would  provide  a  good  practical 
education  for  the  youth,  such  a  course  of  training  you  wish 
you  might  have  had  ? 

SHALL  THE  TOWN  PAY  TRANSPORTATION? 

It  may  or  may  not.  There  are  many  parents  who  are 
amply  able  to  pay  this  bill  and  to  the  knowledge  of  the  writer 
there  are  several  children  whose  schooling  has  ended  abruptly 
this  winter,  and  the  reason  was  that  this  expense  added  to 
others  was  the  last  straw.  If  the  committee  were  given 
*  license  to  use  their  discretion  it  would  probably  make  more 
or  less  hard  feelings  if  the  extension  was  not  general,  yet  the 
evasion  of  doing  right  for  the  fear  of  establishing  a  prece- 
dent, should  be  contemptible  in  all  things,  and  this  matter 
though  delicate  might  be  fixed  up. 

The  reports  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  of  the  Music 
Teachers,  and  of  the  work  of  the  Sturdy  Grammar  by  the 
teacher,  Mr.  Gardner,  are  annexed.  They  will  be  found  very 
complete.  The  able  and  timely  suggestions  as  well  as  the 
kindly  and  frank  criticisms  should  be  carefully  considered  by 
all.  The  abstracts  from  the  school  laws  are  just  what  every 
body  should  know,  and  these  alone  should  make  the  docu- 
ment worth  preserving  for  reference. 

It  is  the  wish  of  the  committee  that  every  child  who 
desires  a  good  education  shall  have  it ;  it  is  the  intention  of 
the  State  that  no  child  shall  be  deprived  of  it,  and  that  it 
shall  be  received  under  proper  conditions,  that  shall  develop 
physical  and  moral  nature  as  well.     The  co-operation  of 
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earnest,  thoughtful  parents  and  others  is  most  urgently 
needed  to  meet  the  perplexing  conditions.  Here  in  schools 
that  once  enrolled  almost  pure  Puritan  ancestry,  and  at  least 
children  of  God-respecting  people  are  now  filled  with  a  mixed 
class,  and  purity  is  often  shoulder  to  shoulder  with  vice. 
Parental  oversight  seems  remarkably  lax  as  a  rule,  and  as  a 
townsman  remarked  in  speaking  of  this  indifference,  "parents 
give  better  care  and  attention  to  a  valuable  colt  than  to  their 
boys,"  and  when  you  come  to  think  of  it  may  be  he  is  not  far 
from  right.  It  is  to  the  end  of  better  manhood  we  are  work- 
ing, and  if  at  times  zeal  may  seem  to  outstrip  judgment 
critics  should  be  kindly. 

'  It  is  with  pride  that  we  point  to  the  advance  of  girls  in 
education.  With  an  unobstructed  field,  and  possessing  more 
application  than  boys  they  are  outstripping  them  in  many 
cases  under  the  writer's  observation.  As  women  they  are 
both  leading  and  conducting  in  church,  in  school  and  in 
reform.    There  is  hope  in  this  direction.

Superintendents  Report. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Norton: 

My  sixth  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools  is 
respectfully  submitted. 

I  am  very  glad  to  state  that  the  past  year  has  been  a  very 
pleasant  one,  and,  I  believe,  a  very  profitable  one  also.  No 
friction  has  arisen ;  no  epidemics  have  broken  up  the  schools ; 
we  have  had  good  teachers  and  on  the  whole  there  has  been 
a  general  uplift  in  the  quality  of  the  work  and  the  results 
obtained.  The  great  question  which  comes  home  to  the  town 
as  a  municipality  is  not  altogether  whether  the  children  in  the 
public  schools  are  increasing  in  knowledge  alone,  but  whether 
in  addition  to  that  knowledge  there  is  being  developed  those 
qualities  and  graces  which  shall  make  them  public  spirited 
citizens,  broad  minded  neighbors,  and  sympathetic  parents. 

Along  these  lines  the  state  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  teacher 
to  instruct  in  manners  and  morals  just  as  conscientiously  and 
just  as  effectively  as  she  teaches  arithmetic,  geography,  or 
language.  The  one  is  as  essential  as  the  other;  for  to  what 
use  can  a  man  put  his  education  when  he  must  come  in  con- 
tact with  his  fellowmen,  if  his  manners  be  coarse  and  unre- 
fined, or  his  morals  be  of  doubtful  reputation. 
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These  latter  phases  are  receiving  more  attention  from  the 
public  at  large  than  ever  before.  Societies  like  the  Moral 
Education  Society  are  being  formed  and  are  striving  to  ex- 
tend and  promote  those  ideas  which  are  the  basis  of  all  right 
living.  Crime  is  being  studied  in  order  that  coming  genera- 
tions may  be  more  consciously  guided  along  right  lines. 
Higher  ideals  are  placed  before  the  child  and  so  far  as  his  age 
and  understanding  will  admit  egoism  is  made  subservient  to 
the  broader  principle  of  altruism.  This  philanthropic  spirit 
or  desire  to  help  others  is  the  only  element  which  can  enter 
into  any  community  and  insure  progressive  methods  and 
public  improvements. 

I  suppose  there  was  nothing  ever  instituted  in  New  Eng- 
land that  was  productive  of  such  narrow  mindedness  and  a 
cause  of  such  local  jealousy  as  the  old  district  system  of  the 
public  schools. 

It  was  not  uncommon  for  citizens  to  have  their  horizon 
bounded  by  the  imaginary  lines  of  their  district,  and  what 
did  not  benefit  that  particular  district  was  regarded  with 
distrust  and  denunciation. 

Thus  the  so  called  conservatism  of  many  towns  throughout 
New  England  is  but  a  relic  of  those  times  when  individual 
or  local  interests  were  stronger  than  the  public  or  general 
interests. 

The  wiser  class  of  citizens  however  saw  the  error  of  such  a 
plan  and  the  tendency  of  all  modern  legislation  has  been  to 
look  for  a  greater  community  of  interest,  the  idea  being  that 
individual  and  personal  rights  and  privileges  must  give  way 
to  the  public  good. 

As  the  children  of  the  present  day  are  trained  to  meet  the 
need  of  the  hour  so  will  improvements  continue,  and  each 
generation  benefitting  by  its  increased  advantages  will  be 
better,  wiser,  and  happier  than  its  predecessor. 
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Let  us  see  how  this  broad  public  spirit  affects  the  school 
system. 

1.  Every  property  holder  is  taxed  to  support  the  public 
schools. 

2.  Every  school  in  the  town  regardless  of  the  amount  of 
property  in  its  vicinity,  or  the  number  of  pupils  who  attend 
it,  is  of  equal  length  and  has  the  same  advantages  of  teaching, 
books,  care  and  supervision. 

3.  Every  child  in  the  state  up  to  a  certain  age  is  given  an 
opportunity  to  attend  school  for  a  certain  number  of  weeks 
in  each  year. 

4.  A  penalty  is  placed  upon  the  parent  who  deprives  his 
child  of  the  opportunity  granted  it  by  the  state. 

Thus  we  see  a  very  clear  case  of  the  individual  right  being 
subverted  to  the  public  good. 

5.  Books  and  supplies  are  furnished  to  all  alike  without 
cost.    Thus  the  rich  and  poor  are  on  the  same  plane. 

6.  A  high  school  education  is  granted  every  child  who 
desires  it,  and  the  public  must  pay  for  it. 

7.  The  state  obliges  all  high  schools  to  continue  for  forty 
weeks  during  each  year. 

8.  Towns  not  supporting  a  high  school  must  pay  tuition 
to  surrounding  towns. 

9.  Towns  whose  valuation  is  less  than  8500,000  are  reim- 
bursed by  the  state  for  high  school  tuition  paid. 

10.  In  towns  having  a  valuation  of  less  than  #250,000  the 
sum  of  two  dollars  a  week  is  allowed  each  teacher  in  order 
that  the  children  may  have  the  advantages  of  better  trained 
teachers. 
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11.  The  income  of  the  State  School  Fund  to  which 
$100,000  is  added  annually  is  distributed  among  the  smaller 
and  more  deserving  towns. 

12.  In  order  that  the  rural  schools  may  have  some  of  the 
advantages  of  those  of  wealthier  communities  two  or  more 
towns,  each  having  a  valuation  of  12,500,000  or  less,  and  not 
more  than  fifty  schools  nor  less  than  twenty-five,  have  been 
allowed  to  unite  and  jointly  engage  a  superintendent  of 
schools. 

As  an  inducement  the  state  pays  outright  one  half  the 
stated  salary  and  in  addition  allows  1500.  to  the  towns  for 
teachers'  wages.  Thus  the  net  cost  to  the  towns  of  a  man 
who  devotes  his  entire  time  to  the  work  is  $250.00,  or  less 
than  it  formerly  cost  for  a  visiting  committee  who  visited 
perhaps  twice  a  term,  or  even  less  in  many  cases. 

So  successful  have  been  the  provisions  of  this  law  that 
after  July  1,  1902,  all  towns  must  employ  a  superintendent. 

13.  In  order  that  teachers  may  be  better  fitted  for  their 
work,  and  thus  the  effectiveness  of  the  school  system  intensi- 
fied, Normal  schools  are  provided  which  pupils  of  a  required 
proficiency  may  attend  without  cost  to  themselves  for  tuition, 
books  or  necessary  supplies.  During  the  year  1900  the  cost 
of  maintaining  these  normal  schools  was  $258,965.14. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  three  summer  schools  are  main- 
tained in  different  sections  of  the  state,  which  teachers  who 
have  not  had  normal  advantages  may  attend  with  profit. 

Institutes  are  held  in  various  towns  and  teachers  are  ex- 
pected to  attend. 

County  Associations  are  formed  and  meetings  are  held  to 
which  the  state  contributes  a  certain  amount  towards  the 
running  expenses. 

The  foregoing  are  sufficient  to  show  in  what  measure  the 
public  at  large  is  interested  in  the  education  of  the  whole 
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people.  The  policy  of  the  state  is  that  every  child  must  be 
educated  as  a  safeguard  to  our  liberties  and  republican  insti- 
tutions. 

The  public  school  is  the  one  great  institution  in  which  all 
citizens  must  have  a  common  interest.  All  must  contribute 
in  some  measure  to  its  support  and  all  must  profit  by  its 
achievements. 

Every  year  more  and  more  is  being  expended  for  its  main- 
tenance. Men  may  differ  in  regard  to  the  minor  affairs  of 
methods  of  teaching,  or  the  wisdom  of  certain  expenditures, 
but  no  sane  man  in  the  light  of  the  great  progress  we  have 
made  during  the  past  twenty-five  years  would  ever  condemn 
the  public  school  as  an  institution,  or  belittle  its  influence 
upon  all  classes  of  society. 

As  a  result  of  its  teaching  we  find  everywhere  a  more 
kindly  spirit,  a  more  humane  feeling  for  those  in  trouble,  and 
a  more  earnest  endeavor  to  alleviate  the  suffering  of  body  or 
mind  of  those  more  unfortunate  than  ourselves.  To  this  end 
may  be  cited  the  establishment  of  hospitals,  of  parks,  of  "free 
air"  excursions.  Even  crime  has  had  new  light  thrown  upon 
it  and  we  find  pur  prisoners  treated  with  kindly  care  and  fed 
and  housed  in  comfort  and  cleanliness. 

Wealthy  people  are  glad  to  endow  institutions  which  shall 
help  the  masses.  Hence  we  find  asylums  for  orphan  children 
wholly  supported  by  charity,  that  those  who  are  unfortunate 
enough  to  be  deprived  of  parents  may  not  be  without  home 
influences  and  grow  up  in  neglect  to  graduate  in  crime,  but 
may  be  cared  for  and  trained  to  occupy  an  honored  place  in 
the  world.  Read  Dickens  and  ponder  over  what  he  saw  in 
London ;  study  the  work  of  Jacob  Riis  and  see  what  is  being 
done  among  the  poor  in  New  York  city  to  ameliorate  their 
condition.  All  this  is  in  harmony  with  the  broad  public 
spirit  which  is  everywhere  dominant. 
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In  view  of  all  that  has  been  said  does  not  every  man  and 
woman  have  an  intense  personal  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the 
schools?  Can  anyone  say,  "I  have  no  children  and  so  don't 
care  "  ?  The  intelligence  of  the  people  gives  character  to  the 
community,  therefore  it  is  for  everyone's  benefit  that  every 
child  shall  be  as  highly  educated  as  possible.  No  man  has 
any  right,  legally  or  morally  to  deprive  his  child  of  one  day's 
schooling.  Every  parent  has  a  duty,  legally  and  morally,  on 
the  other  hand  to  see  that  his  children  are  in  school  every 
day. 

In  1900  the  total  expenditure  for  the  support  of  the  public 
schools  in  this  state  was  110,667,485.74,  or  an  average  expen- 
diture throughout  the  state  for  each  child  in  the  average 
membership  of  $34.62. 

When  property  holders  are  assessed  to  support  a  public 
improvement  at  such  a  cost,  no  man  has  a  right,  so  says  the 
law,  to  allow  his  children  to  grow  up  in  ignorance  and  loose 
habits,  to  become  some  day,  perhaps,  a  burden  upon  the  com- 
munity, either  as  a  criminal  or  as  a  pauper.  I  cannot  refrain 
therefore  from  again  calling  the  attention  of  all  parents  to 
the  absolute  need  and  necessity  of  sending  their  children  to 
school  every  session  of  every  day. 

I  have  looked  through  the  old  reports  of  the  State  Board 
of  Education  and  find  that  Norton  has  for  many  years  been 
lax  in  this  respect.  There  is  no  reason  why  our  attendance 
should  ever  fall  below  ninety-five  per  cent.  In  many  cases  the 
absences  are  confined  to  one  or  two  families,  but  the  result 
shows  just  as  badly  for  the  whole  town.  In  many  more  cases 
there  are  occasional  absences  which  could  easily  be  avoided. 
As  the  father  goes  to  his  work  every  day,  so  should  the  child 
go  to  his  with  the  same  idea.  Each  has  his  particular  work 
to  do  and  the  one  is  no  more  important  than  the  other. 
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The  following  extracts  from  the  Public  Statutes  are  of 
vital  interest  to  our  schools. 

CHAPTER  496.    PUBLIC  STATUTES. 

Section  i.  Every  town  and  city  shall  maintain  for  at  least 
thirty-two  weeks  in  the  year,  a  sufficient  number  of  schools  for  the 
instruction  of  all  the  children  who  may  legally  attend  a  public 
school  therein.  Such  schools  shall  be  taught  by  teachers  of  com- 
petent ability  and  good  morals,  and  shall  give  instruction  in  orthog- 
raphy, reading,  writing,  the  English  language  and  grammar,  geog- 
raphy, arithmetic,  drawing,  the  history  of  the  United  States,  physi- 
ology and  hygiene,  including  special  instruction  as  to  the  effect  of 
alchoholic  drinks  and  of  stimulants  and  narcotics  on  the  human 
system,  and  good  behavior.    *    *  * 

Section  12.    (in  substance)    Every  child  between  seven  and 
fourteen  years  of  age  shall  attend  some  public  day  school  *  *  * 
during  the  entire  time  the  public  day  schools  are  in  session.    *  * 

(Sickness,  or  attending  an  authorized  private  school  may  excuse 
one  from  attending  the  public  schools.) 

Section  31.  Any  person  having  under  his  control  a  child 
between  seven  and  fourteen  years  of  age  who  fails  for  five  day 
sessions  or  ten  half  day  sessions  within  any  period  of  six  months 
while  under  such  control,  to  cause  such  child  to  attend  school  as 
required  by  section  12  of  this  act,  the  physical  or  mental  condition 
of  such  child  not  being  such  as  to  render  his  attendance  at  school 
harmful  or  impracticable,  upon  complaint  by  a  truant  officer,  and 
conviction  thereof,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
twenty  dollars.  Any  person  who  induces  or  attempts  to  induce  any 
child  to  absent  himself  unlawfully  from  school,  or  employs  or  har- 
bors while  school  is  in  session,  any  child  absent  unlawfully  from 
school,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars. 
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HOLIDAYS. 

I  have  long  felt  that  the  town  is  too  liberal  in  its  allowance 
of  holidays  for  the  schools.  Especially  is  this  the  case  during 
the  fall  term.  Our  term  opens  with  a  holiday  (Labor  Day), 
then  comes  the  Bristol  County  Fair  (usually  a  holiday  all 
over  town),  Attleboro  Fair  (a  holiday  for  Chartley,  Barrows- 
ville  and  the  Center),  Brockton  Fair  (a  holiday  for  East 
Norton),  Teachers'  Institute  (a  required  holiday),  Bristol 
County  Teachers'  Association  (usually  held  on  Friday,  but 
this  year  on  Saturday),  Thanksgiving  and  the  day  following, 
besides  such  other  days  as  may  accidentally  occur.  Teachers 
do  not  like  them ;  the  pupils  lose  interest  when  the  week  is 
broken  into  and  the  effect  is  bad. 

The  school  is  the  child's  business  and  he  should  give  it  his 
undivided  attention.  This  year  there  was  less  closing  for  the 
Fairs  than  usual,  but  it  occasioned  some  dissatisfaction.  I 
do  not  believe  the  town  can  afford  to  close  its  schools  for 
every  little  attraction  that  comes  up.  No  business  man 
would  think  of  doing  such  a  thing  and  I  see  no  reason  why 
the  schools  should  not  observe  the  same  principles  of  economy 
and  attention  to  business  as  any  private  individual  would  do. 
All  these  holidays  represent  so  much  money  expended  with 
no  returns. 

THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

I  cannot  urge  too  strongly  upon  teachers  and  parents  the 
patronage  of  the  public  library.  In  some  schools  most 
excellent  work  is  being  done  by  the  pupils  on  account  of  the 
broad  reading  obtained  from  books  with  which  the  teacher 
supplements  the  regular  text  books.  There  is  no  more 
potent  factor  in  town  for  the  present  and  future  welfare  of 
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the  people  at  large  than  the  public  library.  Well  under- 
stood and  judiciously  used  its  influence  may  be  felt  in  the 
remotest  corners  of  the  town.  To  know  what  to  read,  where 
to  find  it,  and  how  to  use  it  is  a  liberal  education  in  itself. 

The  library  officials  have  been  exceedingly  helpful  to  the 
schools  by  their  generous  co-operation,  and  such  favors  are 
greatly  appreciated.  It  but  illustrates  the  modern  idea  that 
all  things  in  a  municipality  exert  a  ten  fold  influence  when 
their  forces  are  properly  joined. 

By  invitation  of  the  library  trustees  the  teachers  have  met 
at  the  library  to  talk  over  methods  and  means  of  extending 
its  influence.  As  a  result  of  these  meetings  we  hope  to  see 
in  the  near  future  a  set  of  books  sent  to  every  school  at 
regular  intervals. 

These  books  will  relate  to  the  various  subjects  taught  in 
the  schools  and  will  embrace  history,  biography,  nature, 
travels,  and  standard  stories. 

Pupils  will  be  allowed  to  take  books  home,  and  thus  we 
hope  to  enlist  the  parents  in  creating  an  active  interest,  and 
in  maintaining  that  interest. 

In  addition  to  the  books  the  library  has  prepared  a  series 
of  cards  containing  pictures  with  descriptions  of  the  same  to 
be  used  in  connection  with  geography.  These  will  be  a 
great  help  and  ought  to  encourage  the  pupils  to  read. 

After  all,  however,  we  must  depend  upon  the  parents. 
The  teacher  may  do  her  full  duty  but  yet  much  will  be  left 
undone  unless  the  parents  take  the  same  interest  oat  of 
school  that  the  teacher  takes  in  school. 

TEACHERS. 

We  have  had  but  few  teachers  leave  us  during  the  year, 
and  as  all  resignations  took  effect  in  June  there  was  not  as 
much  of  a  break  in  the  work  as  often  occurs. 
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We  have  an  excellent  corps  at  the  present  time,  all  are 
interested  and  faithful.    Those  without  previous  experience 
are  doing  well.    The  following  are  the  changes.

VISITORS. 

The  table  appended  to  this  report  shows  a  decrease  in  the 
number  of  visitors.  This  is  not  as  it  should  be.  The  decrease 
however  may  be  accounted  for  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  Those 
who  attended  the  exhibition  at  the  Town  Hall  are  not  inclu- 
ded, yet  they  did  visit  just  as  much  as  if  they  had  gone  to 
some  individual  school  for  an  equal  period  of  time.  Also  the 
Memorial  Day  exercises  at  Chartley,  which  usually  swell  the 
list  of  visitors,  were  again  held  in  the  evening  in  Witherell's 
Hall.  Those  attending  there  were  not  counted.  Never- 
theless parents  ought  not  to  wait  until  they  can  be  entertained, 
but  should  visit  on  regular  school  days.  The  only  way  to 
judge  a  school  is  to  visit  it  when  the  ordinary  work  is  being 
done.  We  do  not  have  as  many  entertainments  as  formerly 
for  it  seems  to  me  that  they  are  expensive  luxuries,  which 
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take  up  valuable  time  and  which  as  a  rule  do  not  involve 
material  of  permanent  value  to  the  pupils.  If  every  parent 
would  feel  it  his  duty  to  visit  the  school  at  least  twice  a  year, 
if  it  were  only  to  call  at  the  door  to  enquire  how  his  child 
is  getting  along,  it  would  be  the  greatest  impetus  that  could 
be  given  the  schools.  When  teachers  and  pupils  feel  that  the 
parents  are  showing  an  active  interest  there  is  an  inspiration 
and  a  desire  to  meet  the  fullest  expectations. 

EXHIBITION  OF  SCHOOL  WORK. 

At  the  exhibition  held  in  the  Town  Hall  in  June  there  was 
a  good  attendance  which  was  very  gratifying.  Many  encour- 
aging comments  were  made  and  those  who  visited  expressed 
themselves  as  well  pleased.  The  exhibit  showed  an  improve- 
ment over  that  of  the  previous  year  both  in  quantity  and 
quality.  If  these  exhibitions  are  patronized  they  are  profits 
able,  because  they  bring  all  sections  of  the  town  together  and 
there  is  an  opportunity  to  see  what  every  school  is  doing  at 
one  visit. 

MUSIC. 

The  music  is  progressing  well.  The  interest  is  good  and 
I  think  the  money  expended  is  well  invested.  With  this 
report  is  a  report  of  the  music  teachers  togather  with  a  brief 
outline. 

SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 

The  condition  of  the  school  buildings  has  been  greatly 
improved  during  the  past  two  years.  In  some  the  desks  and 
seats  are  badly  marred,  but  the  Avails  and  ceilings  are  now 
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clean  and  fresh.  Every  building  should  be  thoroughly 
washed  at  least  once  a  year  and  twice  if  possible.  The  best 
that  can  be  said  for  these  small  buildings  is  that  they  are 
substitutes  for  better  ones.  "The  little  red  school  house" 
was  good  in  its  day  and  generation,  but  so  was  the  old  stage 
coach  and  the  tallow  dip.  The  last  two  have  passed  for 
something  better ;  the  former  still  remains.  It  has  served 
its  purpose  and  should  be  held  in  sacred  memory,  but  as  a 
factor  in  education  and  hygiene  today  it  has  little  to  com- 
mend it.  Its  extremes  of  heat  and  cold,  its  lack  of  proper 
ventilation,  and  its  unhealthful  sanitary  surroundings,  all 
tend  to  make  it  a  lurking  place  for  those  insidious  diseases 
which  fasten  themselves  upon  childhood  and  rob  life  of  its 
beauties  and  its  pleasures. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  many  a  life  spent  in  misery  and 
pain  owes  its  condition  to  the  variable  temperature,  the  im- 
pure air,  and  the  untimely  draughts  of  the  old  school  rooms, 
could  the  causes  only  be  properly  traced. 

Health  is  too  valuable  to  be  jeopardized.  Many  a  parent, 
forgetting  the  discomforts  of  his  own  schooldays,  would  be 
shocked  to  know  the  danger  attending  his  child  while  attend- 
ing some  of  these  schools.  A  wood  stove  is  filled  by  the 
janitor ;  up  goes  the  thermometer  to  the  nineties  ;  too  warm  ; 
up  goes  a  window  ;  down  goes  the  thermometer  to  the  fifties, 
all  in  a  half  hour.  The  stove  is  filled  again,  and  so  the 
process  goes  on  day  after  day.  Is  it  any  wonder  that  chil- 
dren take  cold  ?  Would  it  not  be  surprising  if  some  did  not 
develop  pulmonary  diseases  ? 

"The  committee  in  speaking  of  them  as  a  whole  (school 
houses)  must  pronounce  them  in  a  sad  condition.  In  many 
of  them  the  plastering  is  knocked  off  in  places  or  needs 
whitewashing  ;  the  wood-work  is  bruised  or  broken,  or  cut 
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or  defaced ;  the  shutters  very  much  injured ;  blackboards 
deficient  or  needing  repairs  ;  chairs  and  desks  badly  marked, 
and  the  entries  and  schoolrooms  in  great  need  of  being  thor- 
oughly cleaned.  Everything  pertaining  to  the  school-houses 
looks  as  if  there  had  been  nobody  to  take  care  of  them." 

The  above  quotation  was  taken  from  the  Norton  school 
report  at  the  time  of  the  abolition  of  the  district  system.  I 
am  glad  to  state  that  it  would  not  apply  to-day.  On  the 
whole  the  buildings  are  in  fair  condition. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  PUPILS. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  high  school  pupils  necessarily 
means  an  increase  in  the  annual  expenditures  for  tuition. 
Because  these  pupils  go  out  of  town  and  are  thus  amenable 
to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  another  school  system  is  no 
reason  why  the  school  committee  of  Norton  should  not  have 
some  control  over  their  actions.  As  the  town  pays  the 
tuition,  the  pupil  is  responsible  to  the  town  and  should  obtain 
the  value  of  the  expenditure. 

In  a  few  cases  it  has  come  to  my  notice  that  children  are 
not  doing  creditable  work  in  the  high  school.  Whether 
it  is  from  a  lack  of  school  interest,  or  whether  the  distrac- 
tions incident  to  the  daily  trip  to  and  fro  are  the  cause,  I  do 
not  know. 

In  all  such  cases  I  think  the  town  would  be  justified  in 
refusing  to  pay  tuition  after  a  reasonable  time.  Certainly 
no  child  has  any  right  to  incur  expense  to  the  town  for  his 
own  pleasure,  nor  has  the  town  any  right  to  expend  money 
where  after  a  fair  trial  it  seems  useless. 

Such  an  action  might  be  in  defiance  to  the  letter  of  the 
law,  but  I  hardly  think  it  would  contravene  the  spirit  of  the 
law. 

The  question  of  the  payment  of  transportation  has  come 
up  several  times  and  there  seems  to  be  some  difference  of 
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opinion  among  those  interested.  Secretary  Hill  sums  up  the 
law  thus :  "The  town  must  pay  tuition,  and  may  pay  trans- 
portation." This  would  seem  to  leave  the  matter  optional 
with  the  town  and  not  obligatory. 

STURDY  SCHOOL. 

So  many  of  the  pupils  attend  the  Sturdy  School  from  other 
sections  of  the  town  that  its  work  should  have  more  than  a 
local  interest.  I  have  therefore  asked  Mr.  Gardner  to  sub- 
mit a  brief  statement  concerning  the  school,  which  is  included 
in  this  report.  I  trust  that  all  who  have  children  attending 
there  will  peruse  it  carefully  and  act  upon  the  suggestions. 

During  the  fall  term  over  one  hundred  pupils  were  enrolled 
in  the  two  rooms.  In  the  spring  the  primary  school  will  re- 
ceive another  class,  which  will  carry  the  number  still  higher. 

The  following  are  the  grades  in  the  building  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  year  in  September:  Grade  I,  19;  11,7;  ill,  10; 
iv,  7;  v,  9;  VI,  11;  vn,  22;  vm,  13.  About  one-half  of 
the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  are  planning  to  attend  high 
school. 

BOOKS  AND  SUPPLIES. 

During  the  past  year  more  has  been  done  than  heretofore 
in  fitting  up  the  school  rooms  with  modern  apparatus.  We 
have  purchased  several  sets  of  wall  maps,  globes  and  charts. 
A  small  dictionary  has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  each 
pupil  of  sufficient  age  to  use  it.  I  feel  that  we  have  made  a 
vast  improvement  in  the  condition  of  our  schools  by  these 
additions.  During  the  coming  year  more  maps  will  be  pur- 
chased, it  being  the  idea  and  intent  to  supply  every  school 
alike  with  whatever  is  necessary  and  helpful.     Our  text 
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books  are  in  a  fair  condition.  I  recommend  the  adoption  of 
some  good  arithmetic  for  the  lower  grades.  The  present 
books  do  not  meet  the  requirements. 

STATISTICS. 

The  table  appended  to  this  report  and  the  roll  of  honor 
have  been  changed  to  conform  to  the  state  requirements  that 
all  statistics  relating  to  school  shall  extend  over  the  period 
from  September  to  June.  This  creates  a  standard  which 
is  followed  in  all  towns.  It  will  be  noticed  that  281  different 
scholars  were  enrolled  last  year,  and  that  the  enrollment  for 
the  fall  term  of  the  present  year  shows  a  good  increase.  If 
to  the  number  in  our  own  schools  were  added  those  who 
attend  high  schools  out  of  town  we  should  have  a  very  good 
number  compared  with  the  census  returns.

The  appropriations  are  generous,  but  we  need  a  more 
active  interest. 

Let  every  parent  be  bound  that  his  child  shall  progress  as 
rapidly  and  as  thoroughly  as  possible  ;  that  nothing  shall  be 
left  undone  for  his  advancement ;  that  the  schools  shall  be 
visited,  and  criticized  i  that  the  weak  things  shall  be  made 
strong,  and  that  the  schools  of  Norton  shall  not  only  be 
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average,  but  the  best  that  an  active,  watchful  oversight  will 
insure,  and  those  things  must  certainly  come  to  pass.  Parents 
should  not  delegate  their  own  duty  to  teacher,  superinten- 
dent, or  school  committee,  but  should  see  for  themselves 
by  personal  visitation  and  inspection. 

Thanking  all  for  the  co-operation  and  courtesies  extended 
looking  forward  to  a  successful  year  in  our  school,  I  submit 
this  report.

Report  of  Supervisors  of  Music. 


Mr.  A.  B.  Cole,  Supt.  of  Schools: 
Dear  Sir, — 

In  compliance  with  your  request  for  a  short  report  of  our 
work,  together  with  a  brief  outline  course  in  vocal  music  for 
the  use  of  teachers,  we  present  the  following : 

In  the  elementary  schools  we  have  aimed  first,  to  develop 
a  smooth  singing  voice,  and  secondly,  to  fix  in  the  minds  of 
each  pupil  the  principles  of  staff  representation. 

A  careful  adherence  to  this  plan  during  our  introductory 
period  of  music  in  your  schools,  now  enables  us  to  report  sat- 
isfactory results  in  the  grammar  classes  of  the  Sturdy  school. 

We  have  undertaken  two  and  three-part  studies  and  cho- 
ruses in  this  school,  and  the  pupils  exhibit  considerable  inter- 
est and  enjoy  the  period  devoted  to  music. 

We  have  succeeded  in  placing  music  upon  a  more  compre- 
hensive basis  than  heretofore,  and  we  believe  that  there  no 
longer  remains  a  trace  of  the  old  "singing  by  ear"  method. 

We  were  much  gratified  with  the  success  of  the  singing  by 
the  pupils  of  the  united  classes  at  the  Memorial  exercises  last 
May. 

We  desire  to  extend  our  thanks  to  the  teachers  for  their 
co-operation,  to  you  for  your  helpfulness  shown  in  many  ways, 
also  to  the  School  Committee  for  their  support.

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ABBREVIATED  OUTLINE  IN  VOCAL  MUSIC. 

Note. — The  following  must  be  considered  merely  as  an  outline  and 
not  a  complete  course  in  music.  That  it  may  prove  of  practical  value, 
it  should  be  frequently  consulted  by  the  regular  teacher  in  connection 
with  the  daily  drill  upon  the  lesson  assigned  by  the  Supervisor  of  Music. 

GRADES  I,  II  AND  in. 

Awaken  and  develop  tone  perception. 

Present  the  scale  as  a  unit,  using  for  this  purpose  numer- 
als, music-ladder,  etc.  The  teacher  should  always  give  "one 
of  the  scale,"  at  about  pitch  E  b,  E  or  F,  before  requiring  the 
class  to  sing.  (If  the  teacher  cannot  give  the  tone  herself, 
she  should  have  some  pupil  sound  it  in  a  smooth  voice,  the 
class  imitating.) 

Introduce  the  scale  intervals  in  the  order  assigned  by  the 
Supervisor. 

Develop  the  sense  of  rhythm  in  two  and  three-part  meas- 
ure, also  the  rested  beat. 

Melodious  rote-songs  should  be  given  to  the  youngest 
pupils. 

Teach  the  characters  commonly  used  in  music. 

Teach  the  staff  representation  with  the  different  signatures 
and  the  method  of  finding  one  of  the  scale  with  any  signature. 

Easy  exercises  and  songs  from  the  board  and  the  book  may 
be  given  as  suggested  by  the  Supervisor. 

GRADES  IV,  V  AND  VI. 

Teach  the  harmonic  tables  of  scale  intervals  and  the  inter- 
mediate or  chromatic  tones. 

Introduce  the  divided  beat  with  the  easy  combinations. 
When  conditions  are  satisfactory,  introduce  two-part  singing. 
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Teach  triple  and  quadruple  division  of  the  beat  and  the 
various  combinations  in  the  same,  with  staff  representation. 

In  the  higher  grades  of  the  grammar  school,  teach  the  F 
or  Bass  Clef  representation. 

The  characters  used  in  music,  including  notes,  rests,  signa- 
tures, etc.,  should  be  carefully  reviewed  and  a  distinct  knowl- 
edge of  each  firmly  established. 

Accustom  the  pupils  to  look  at  the  notes  and  think  the 
tones  that  they  represent. 

Introduce  the  study  of  pitch. 

Teach  the  harmonic  minor  scale. 

Introduce  three-part  singing  and  four-parts,  if  there  are 
changed  voices  enough  among  the  boys  to  sustain  the  lowest 
part. 


Report  of  the  Work  of  the  Sturdy 
Grammar  School. 


Mr.  A.  B.  Cole,  Supt.  of  Schools. 
Dear  Sir: — 

In^accordance  with  your  request  I  herewith  submit  a  report 
of  the  work  of  the  Sturdy  Grammar  School. 

The  greatest  number  in  attendance  at  any  one  time  was 
fifty-five ;  and  the  smallest  number  fifty-one.  For  the  pres- 
ent term  there  have  been  enrolled  fifty-nine.  The  present 
membership  is  fifty-four. 

A  most  vexing  question  and  one  calling  for  an  early 
settlement  is  that  of  attendance.  While  our  average  mem- 
bership has  been  over  fifty  our  average  attendance  has  rarely 
been  ninety  per  cent,  and  an  absence  of  eight  or  ten  for  a 
session  is  not  uncommon.  An  examination  of  the  register 
for  this  term  shows  eight  pupils  with  a  total  of  one 
hundred  and  sixty  eight  half  day's  absences.  Cases  of  sick- 
ness are  not  included.  On  the  other  hand  ten  pupils  have  a 
perfect  attendance  and  five  show  but  one  day's  absence  each. 
Nothing  tends  more  to  injure  pupil  and  grade  than  irregu- 
larity in  attendance.  Justice  to  those  present  forbids  that 
class  time  be  taken  to  repeat  lessons  to  absentees  and  lag- 
gards. Both  parent  and  child  object  to  the  stay  after  school 
method,  to  say  nothing  of  its  unfairness  to  the  teacher,  and 
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so  the  work  is  Avholly  or  partially  lost;  the  absentee  becomes 
a  drag  upon  his  class;  class  unity  and  the  good  of  the 
school  are  seriously  affected.  School  life  is  but  a  fitting  for 
the  sterner  life  beyond;  and  habits  of  punctuality  and 
regularity  are  well  worth  cultivating, 

As  to  the  working  of  our  school  it  would  seem  to  be  in 
better  condition  than  ever  before.  During  the  year  our 
supply  of  books  has  been  increased  until  each  pupil  is  fully 
supplied.  Supplementary  books  have  been  added  in  History, 
Reading,  and  Geography.  Work  in  history  has  been  broad- 
ened by  a  series  of  note  books  containing  outlines  to  fill  in 
and  by  an  historical  chart  showing  the  development  of  the 
United  States.  A  complete  set  of  wall  maps  and  a  large 
globe  facilitate  the  work  in  geography.  Each  child  has  been 
provided  with  a  dictionary.  And  last  and  best  a  set  of  the 
International  Cyclopaedia  completes  the  record  for  the  year 
and  would  seem  to  satisfy  our  wants  for  the  present. 

But  one  innovation  has  been  attempted,  that  in  the  matter 
of  writing.  At  your  request  an  attempt  has  been  made  to 
teach  muscular  arm  movement.  Two  periods  a  week  have 
been  given  to  it.  While  it  is  too  soon  to  predict  as  to 
results,  the  great  interest  shown  by  the  pupils  and  the  fact 
that  it  is  the  regular  business  method  would  seem  to  indicate 
that  there  can  be  no  danger  in  introducing  it  into  our  gram- 
mar grades. 

Many  of  our  girls  and  boys  end  their  school  days  when 
graduated  from  our  eighth  grade.  In  those  few  short  years 
naught  but  a  foundation  can  be  laid.  How  can  we  best  lay  that 
foundation  and  insure  for  the  future  upbuilding?  Beyond 
the  fundamental  branches  the  law  enjoins  on  us,  and  it  is  our 
constant  aim,  to  train  the  pupil  in  morality,  patriotism, 
sobriety,  and  temperance  ;  to  teach  him  to  know  right  from 
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wrong  and  to  lead  him  to  make  a  right  choice ;  in  fact,  to 
make  him  self  governing.  This  should  be  the  constant  aim 
of  home  and  school. 

Beyond  these  habits  the  child  can  take  with  him  from  his 
school  life  nothing  better  than  a  love  for  pure  reading,  In 
acquiring  this  habit  the  school  can  do  much.  Parent  and 
school  working  together  can  do  vastly  more.  This  habit 
once  acquired,  we  have  taken  a  long  step  toward  future 
growth  and  have  done  much  toward  solving  the  problem  of 
keeping  the  children  from  the  street  corner.  Parent  and 
teacher  should  keep  the  subject  of  reading  constantly  in  mind 
and  should  be  mutually  helpful.  Perhaps  no  subject  in  our 
school  course  shows  such  need  of  improvement  as  reading. 
Classes  are  large  :  the  time  given  the  subject  is  short.  Neces- 
sarily oral  reading  is  drilled  insufficiently.  Teachers  con- 
stantly urge  pupils  to  read  aloud  at  home.  Parents  can  do 
much  to  encourage  children  in  this  work.  By  devoting  a 
short  period  of  time  daily,  each  parent  and  child  reading 
aloud  to  the  other,  it  is  believed  much  permanent  good  will 
be  accomplished.  Parents  are  also  urged  to  encourage  chil- 
dren to  talk  to  them  about  books  read  and  about  their  school 
work. 

In  conclusion  may  I  venture  the  hope  that  parent  and 
teacher  may  become  better  acquainted  to  the  end  that  we 
may  earnestly  co-operate  to  bring  about  the  result  both  have 
so  much  at  heart,  the  upbuilding  of  our  little  men  and 
women.

REPORT  OF  THE  BUILDING  COMMITTEE. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Norton. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  March  1902,  a  committee 
consisting  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Chair- 
man of  the  School  Committee,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and 
one  citizen  were  chosen  to  obtain  plans  for  a  new  school 
building  to  be  erected  at  Norton  Center,  and  report  at  an 
adjourned  meeting.  At  the  adjourned  meeting  the  com- 
mittee not  only  presented  a  plan,  but  were  able  to  report  that 
Mrs.  E.  B.  Wheaton  would  give  to  the  town  a  lot  on  which 
to  erect  a  school  building.  The  gift  and  the  plans  were 
accepted,  and  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000)  raised  and 
appropriated  for  the  same.  The  committee  were  aaked  to 
act  as  agents  for  the  town  in  the  erection  of  the  proposed 
building. 

The  architect  was  Mr.  Charles  A.  Brigham  of  Boston,  who 
proved  to  be  an  efficient  helper.  The  plans  and  specifica- 
tions were  placed  in  the  hands  of  several  builders  and  contrac- 
tors for  their  sealed  bids.  It  was  found  that  when  the  bids 
were  opened  that  ten  thousand  dollars  would  not  erect  and 
complete  the  building.  A  special  town  meeting  was  called 
and  an  additional  three  thousand  dollars  (-13,000.00)  raised 
and  appropriated.  The  contract  was  let  to  Crowell  &  Briggs 
of  Brockton.    These  men  were  thoroughly  honorable  in  their 
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dealings  and  work.  The  committee  have  no  fault  to  find 
either  with  their  work  or  material  used. 

A  second  contract  for  heating,  ventilating  and  the  sanita- 
ries  was  let  to  The  Fuller  and  Warren  Company  of  Boston, 
who  signed  an  agreement  to  put  in  a  system  that  would  meet 
all  the  state  requirements.  Their  work  has  proved  to  be 
satisfactory. 

The  money  appropriated  did  not  include  the  cost  of  grad- 
ing, but  the  committee  has  been  able  to  so  grade  the  front  of 
the  building  as  to  make  access  easy,  and  by  raising  about  one 
hundred  and  thirty  dollars,  by  subscription,  to  put  in  a  stone 
and  gravel  walk  from  the  Unitarian  Church  across  the  entire 
front  of  the  school  house  lot  and  around  three  sides  of  the 
building.  In  front  of  the  building  these  walks  connect  with 
a  ten  foot  stone  and  gravel  road  constructed  in  the  form  of  a 
half  circle  which  makes  the  approaches  to  the  building. 
When  this  walk  is  completed,  as  per  agreement  with  the 
selectmen,  with  a  coating  of  crushed  stone,  a  good  and  sub- 
stantial piece  of  work  will  have  been  done.  When  the 
grounds  are  properly  graded  the  whole  will  present  a  very 
creditable  appearance. 

The  boys  in  the  ninth  grade  with  Mr.  Gardner,  raised,  in 
labor  and  money,  about  thirteen  dollars  to  plow,  grade  and 
seed  the  play  ground.  The  Committee  have  curtained  the 
entire  building,  placed  newT  furniture  in  three  rooms,  leaving 
a  fourth  room  to  be  furnished  at  such  a  time  as  it  shall  be 
needed  for  school  purposes. 

In  expending  the  thirteen  thousand  dollars,  the  committee 
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has  aimed  to  erect  a  thoroughly  modern  building,  meeting  all 
of  the  requirements  of  the  state.  Throughout,  the  committee, 
architect  and  contractors  have  worked  in  harmony.  It  is 
their  hope  that  the  building  will  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  town  and  place  Norton  schools  on  an  equality  with  the 
schools  of  other  towns  in  the  state.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
selectmen  to  notify  every  voter,  whenever  a  special  meeting 
of  the  town  shall  be  called,  by  sending  him  a  postal  card 
notice  of  the  same. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  the 
necessary  money  to  copy  the  records  of  the  vital  statistics  of 
the  town  in  accordance  with  Legislative  Act,  Chap  470, 1902.

REPORT. 


T<>  the  Citizens  of  Norton  : 

It  gives  your  committee  great  pleasure  to  submit  its  report 
for  a  year  that  has  not  only  been  satisfactory,  but  full  of 
promise  for  the  future. 

The  most  deplorable  waste  in  what  may  now  be  properly 
termed  the  old  method  in  our  schools  was  the  lost  time ;  not 
hours,  but  entire  terms,  and  years.  While  one  school 
flourished  under  a  master,  another  languished  under  a 
teacher.  While  the  one  was  able  to  impart  a  good  rudimen- 
tary education  to  his  flock,  under  discipline  that  he  stopped 
short  of  nothing  to  maintain,  not  even  to  the  extent  of  pro- 
jecting an  irate  male  parent  through  a  window,  a  course 
lately  pursued  by  the  offspring ;  the  other  was  in  the  midst 
of  a  miscellanous  collection  of  children  which  we  may  repre- 
sent as  minus  and  plus  quantities,  trying  to  achieve  a  posi- 
tive result,  and  vainly  striving  to  apply  the  new  gospel  of 
discipline  to  certain  youths  whom  it  is  safe  to  say  had  never 
even  heard  of  "bloodless  surgery,"  to  which  preparatory 
operation  they  should  have  certainly  been  subjected. 

From  the  unsettled  recent  past,  we  can  view  the  present 
with  equanimity,  when  it  seems  as  though  definite  lines  had 
at  last  been  drawn,  and  uniform  work  actually  begun. 
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No  tax  payer  in  this  town,  it  is  believed,  objects  to  reason- 
able expenditure,  if  only  a  fair  equivalent  is  rendered,  and 
the  fairest  equivalent  in  the  present  case  will  be  an  influx  of 
vigorous  young  people  who  will  be  a  credit  and  upbuilding 
to  the  town. 

The  Superintendent's  report  is  an  educator,  and  should  be 
carefully  considered  as  such.  Covering  as  it  does  the  school 
question  in  all  its  phases,  it  makes  more  than  brief  comment  by 
the  committee  unnecessary.  At  the  fall  opening,  it  seemed 
reasonable  both  in  justice  to  the  children,  and  for  economy 
as  well,  to  close  schools  Nos.  3  and  6,  and  in  January  No.  2 
was  closed  by  request  of  its  patrons,  and  No.  1  as  a  matter 
of  course  on  the  opening  of  the  new  school  at  the  Center. 

All  this  was  made  possible  by  the  convenient  means  at 
hand,  the  electric  artery  that  drains  the  town,  and  the  safe 
and  comfortable  conveyance  of  F.  A.  Clapp  at  East  Norton. 

Further  closing  will  mean  much  more  and  will  be  one  of 
the  difficult  questions  the  new  board  will  meet,  but  it  may  be 
simplified  if  the  electric  line  now  projected  through  the 
eastern  part  of  the  town  is  built. 

It  is  observed  that  large  conveyance  is  not  on  the  whole 
liked  by  towns  throughout  the  state  and  is  not  tolerable 
except  under  the  best  conditions. 

Grade  crossings,  narrow,  poor,  obstructed  and  hilly  roads, 
together  with  automobile  driving,  conspire  at  the  present 
time  to  make  one  afflicted  with  an  imagination  doubtful  about 
providing  safe  means  for  the  rising  generation  to  consolidate. 

The  excellent  provisions  that  are  now  enjoyed  by  the 
central  and  west  parts  of  the  town,  serve  to  remind  us  that 
a  chain  is  as  strong  as  its  weakest  link,  and  that  to  complete 
the  system  it  will  be  necessary  to  at  once  provide  correspond- 
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ing  conditions  for  those  outside  these  limits,  both  as  their 
legal  and  moral  right. 

It  probably  will  make  little  difference  to  the  public 
whether  their  committee  consists  of  three  or  twenty-seven. 
It  may  be  said  however,  that  with  the  average  attendance 
of  three  for  the  past  year,  the  business  has  been  transacted 
with  unusual  dispatch. 

In  its  relations  with  the  Superintendent,  the  committee  has 
found  in  him  a  uniformly  kind  and  courteous  helper,  and  it  is 
observed  that  the  confidence  in  his  tact  and  ability  is  being 
shared  more  and  more  by  parents,  and  the  public  at  large, 
with  corresponding  benefits. 

The  most  casual  observer  of  the  State's  attitude  on  schools, 
can  scarcely  fail  to  notice  the  amount  of  confidence  reposed 
by  it  on  individual  school  committees ;  in  fact  it  seems  some- 
times to  exceed  that  of  the  town  itself. 

It  evidently  wishes  schools  and  their  officials  to  be 
thoroughly  emancipated  from  other  departments  and  officials. 
Its  special  instructions  in  regard  to  the  School  Fund  money 
has  been  carried  out  this  year,  and  the  Town  Treasurer  has 
account  of  the  spending  of  the  same. 

With  the  outlook  for  re-construction  so  cheering  it  is  well 
perhaps  to  forget  the  "things  that  are  behind";  at  least 
those  that  will  not  help  us  in  building  better  for  the  future, 
and  adopt  for  our  use  whatever  the  experience  of  others,  our 
common  sense,  or  our  pocket  books  direct.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Norton  : 

The  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  is 
respectfully  submitted. 

The  year  has  been  a  good  one  in  many  respects.  Teachers 
and  pupils  have  worked  in  unison,  and  harmony  has  every- 
where prevailed.  No  epidemics  have  broken  in  upon  the 
work. 

Parents  have  been  interested  and  a  kind  and  helpful  spirit 
lias  been  manifested  on  every  hand. 

The  attendance  is  not  as  regular  as  might  be  desired, 
especially  among  the  older  pupils.  Trivial  excuses  seem  to 
serve  to  keep  children  out  for  a  day  at  a  time.  I  have  no 
doubt  that  a  close  investigation,  however,  would  show  that 
on  the  whole  our  eighty-four  per  cent  of  attendance  is  not 
as  bad  as  it  seems,  when  compared  with  the  higher  per  cent 
in  some  larger  and  more  thickly  settled  localities.  It  is  a 
custom  in  those  places  to  sound  a  kino  school  "  signal  when- 
ever there  is  a  heavy  storm,  hence  they  maintain  pleasant 
weather  schools,  as  it  were.  We  have  no  signal  and  are 
open  every  day.  so  it  frequently  happens  that  not  more  than 
half  the  school  is  present.  These  days  out  help  to  raise  the 
per  centage  in  the  "  no  school "  towns,  while  our  efforts  to 
be  open  all  the  time  show  us  off  badly  in  comparison.  In  our 
own  town,  though,  it  is  usually  the  case  that  the  pupils  most 
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remote  from  the  school  are  the  most  regular  and  punctual  in 
attendance. 

The  closing  of  some  of  the  smaller  schools  I  have  no  doubt 
has  been  a  hardship  during  the  fall  term  on  account  of  the 
distance  transported ;  but  when  the  schools  get  settled  on  a 
new  basis  it  cannot  help  being  a  change  for  the  better. 

With  the  opening  of  the  winter  term  the  schools  will  be 
reorganized.  Changes  will  be  made  which  cannot  help  being 
far-reaching  in  their  consequences.  Children  who  have  here- 
tofore been  to  school  in  isolated  buildings  will  be  brought 
together,  regraded  and  started  upon  a  more  systematic  course 
of  study  than  has  been  possible  under  previous  conditions. 

The  new  building  at  the  Center  ought  to  be  a  source  of 
pride  to  every  citizen  in  the  satisfaction  that  Norton  is  in 
line  with  other  progressive  communities,  and  it  also  ought  to 
be  an  incentive  to  every  pupil  to  get  the  most  possible  out  of 
his  school  life. 

The  town  can  now  boast  of  two  modern  school  buildings. 

The  taking  away  of  the  pupils  formerly  transported  to 
('hartley  will  place  the  Sturdy  School  upon  its  old  basis. 

There  will  be  left  in  the  grammar  room  about  thirty  pupils 
and  in  the  primary  room  about  fifty  pupils.  The  primary 
teacher  had  too  many  in  the  spring  and  fall  terms  for  one 
teacher  to  handle  with  so  many  grades.  Should  the  enroll- 
ment in  the  building  increase  to  ninety  or  more  pupils  which 
is  quite  probable  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  another  teacher. 
This  would  be  equal  to  three  schools  of  thirty  pupils  each. 

At  the  Center  three  rooms  will  be  opened  with  three 
grades  in  a  room  at  present. 

This  year  the  ninth  grade  is  taking  Algebra,  English  His- 
tory, Latin,  English  and  Book-keeping. 

The  high  school  is  in  its  infancy,  but  with  the  younger 
pupils  coming  along  having  in  view  something  for  which  they 
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are  working  with  a  definite  aim  in  mind,  1  look  forward  to 
the  time  when  we  can  point  to  a  school  of  forty  or  more 
pupils  with  a  principal  and  at  least  one  assistant.  The  State 
will  pay  for  the  salary  of  such  an  assistant  §300.00  which  will 
go  far  toward  her  support. 

The  purpose  of  such  a  high  school  should  be  to  give  the 
young  people  who  attend  it  the  best  training  possible  in 
those  branches  which  will  help  them  earn  a  livelihood.  To 
this  end  I  shall  hope  to  see  a  good  course  in  Business  Arith- 
metic and  the  science  of  accounts,  English  Composition  and 
Letter  Writing,  and  practice  upon  the  typewriter. 

Should  a  boy  or  girl  take  Latin?  yes,  by  all  means. 
Should  we  attempt  to  teach  Greek?  Only  in  certain  cases. 
If  pupils  desire  to  go  to  college  the}^  should  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  take  those  subjects  necessary  for  them  to  enter. 

The  boy  or  girl  who  does  not  intend  to  go  to  college  had 
by  far  better  spend  the  time  upon  the  more  practical  subjects 
of  mathematics  and  the  sciences. 

Education  is  expensive  and  is  becoming  more  so  each 
decade.  Each  generation  has  to  be  educated  in  the  light  of 
all  modern  research  and  discovery. 

Our  forefathers  believed  that  to  be  educated  one  must 
study  the  dead  languages  and  many  years  were  devoted  to 
their  mastery. 

This  idea  has  come  down  to  our  own  time  in  a  large  meas- 
ure, but  the  last  decade  has  seen  momentous  changes  in 
educational  ideas. 

Education  formerly  consisted  in  the  absorption  of  a  large 
amount  of  knowledge  and  the  educated  man  was  often  a  man 
of  books  alone,  a  pedant  whose  display  of  knowledge  might 
be  wonderful,  but  whose  application  of  that  knowledge  to 
the  practical  affairs  of  life  might  be  exceedingly  limited. 
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Education,  as  understood  to-day  is  the  harmonious  develop- 
ment of  all  the  faculties  of  a  child,  mental,  moral  and  physi- 
cal, so  that  he  may  readily  adapt  himself  to  his  ever  chang- 
ing environments  and  be  ready  to  grasp  whatever  opportu- 
nities present  themselves  to  him. 

It  is  not  founded  on  books  alone,  but  on  the  broader  prin- 
ciple of  learning  by  doing. 

A  glance  at  some  of  the  things  which  help  to  bring  about 
such  an  education  may  not  be  out  of  place.  They  may  be 
called  educational  tendencies. 

They  are  not  all  found  in  any  one  place  but  are  slowly  and 
surely  working  their  way  into  public  favor. 

Manual  Training.  Experience  has  taught  us  that 
proper  education  consists  as  well  in  educating  the  hands  as 
the  head,  in  short  that  a  part  of  the  best  education  of  the  head 
comes  through  the  training  of  the  hand.  It  is  the  co-ordina- 
tion of  muscle  and  mind. 

The  primary  child  is  taught  to  weave,  to  braid;  the  inter- 
mediate and  grammar  child  to  draw,  to  whittle,  to  sew,  to 
measure  and  to  saw.  It  has  been  found  that  children  who 
can  do  these  things  well  in  school  succeed  best  out  of  school, 
and  so  the  State  has  passed  a  law  that  all  cities  of  25,000 
inhabitants  must  maintain  a  manual  training  school.  Though 
mandatory  only  to  those  cities  it  is  being  installed  into  the 
system  of  many  smaller  cities  and  towns. 

Drawing  is  a  mode  of  expression.  It  is  as  essential  almost 
as  writing  or  printing,  for  all  work  must  follow  a  "plan"  or 
pattern.  Hence  ninety-five  per  cent  of  the  children  of  the 
State  of  Massachusetts  today  have  instruction  in  drawing 
under  the  supervision  of  a  trained  instructor. 

That  it  must  be  of  great  assistance  to  all  mechanics  and 
artisans  is  evident. 
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Better  Buildings.  There  was  never  a  time  when  so 
much  thought  was  being  given  to  the  school  building  and  its 
appurtenances  as  at  the  present  day.  It  has  often  happened 
that  the  cattle  in  the  barn  of  the  farmer  were  more  humanely 
housed  than  his  children  during  their  attendance  at  school. 
In  rural  districts  the  school  house  has  been  the  last  public 
building  to  feel  the  effect  of  a  higher  and  more  refined 
culture.  Churches  have  been  renovated,  improved  and  dec- 
orated; town  halls  have  been  erected  and  maintained  in  keep- 
ing with  the  increasing  prosperity ;  but  the  schools  have  been 
allowed  to  drag  out  an  existence  in  the  barrenness  of  their 
primitive  simplicity  and  the  unwholesomeness  of  their  hy- 
gienic and  sanitary  conditions.  All  this  is  fast  changing, 
and  to  what  extent  the  sentiment  is  abroad  in  this  state  may 
be  judged  by  the  following  figures  from  the  last  annual 
report  of  the  State  Board  of  Education. 


In  addition  to  the  above  the  sum  of  12,531,333.44  has  been 
expended  for  additions  and  permanent  improvements.  Con- 
solidation is  the  spirit  of  the  times.  The  cost  of  transporta- 
tion has  increased  from  $38,726.07  in  1891-92  and  1105,317.13 
in  1896-97  to  151,773.47  in  1900-1901. 

The  state  at  the  present  time  maintains  a  strict  supervision 
over  all  new  school  buildings  and  none  can  be  constructed 
unless  the  plans,  including  heating  and  ventilation,  bear  the 
approval  of  the  proper  officials.

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The  buildings  are  usually  excellent  specimens  of  architect- 
ure and  represent  the  culture  of  the  community. 

It  is  a  well  recognized  fact  that  a  child  will  respond  to  the 
influences  which  surround  him,  therefore  the  school  rooms 
are  decorated  so  far  as  possible  with  the  best  reproductions 
of  the  great  masterpieces  of  painting  and  sculpture. 

The  following  from  an  editorial  of  a  daily  newspaper  is  to 
the  point.  "  There  is  nothing  more  dreary  and  void  of  ex- 
pression than  blank  walls,  which  stare  at  the  children  in  the 
majority  of  school  houses.  Those  walls  could  be  utilized  to 
silently  teach  lessons  and  convey  aesthetic  impressions  as 
valuable  as  any  that  can  be  imparted  by  teachers  from  the 
text-books. 

What  better  way,  too,  to  cover  the  walls  and  make  them 
useful  in  education  than  by  displaying  upon  them  good  re- 
productions of  standard  works  of  art? 

The  child  sees  these  pictures  dairy,  learns  to  study  their 
details,  and  is  enabled  to  comprehend  their  meaning.  He 
unconsciously  imbibes  a  taste  for  true  art  and  learns  some- 
thing of  the  nomenclature  of  great  pictures.  The  refining 
and  elevating  influence  of  art  on  the  mind  of  the  child  need 
not  be  told." 

Medical  Inspection.  In  some  foreign  countries  and  in 
some  of  the  cities  of  our  own  country,  the  schools  are  regu- 
larly inspected  by  physicians.  The  general  health  of  the 
children  is  observed  and  the  eyes,  ears  and  teeth  frequently 
examined. 

Many  a  child  goes  through  school  in  misery  from  lack  of 
proper  glasses.  Oftentimes  children  are  so  seated  that"  a 
deaf  ear  is  toward  the  teacher  and  much  of  the  instruction  is 
lost. 
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The  old  time  water-dipper  as  it  was  passed  from  child  to 
child  was  a  medium  for  the  spread  of  disease.  Many  a  man 
has  worried  lest  his  thirty  dollar  horse  contract  glanders  at  a 
public  drinking  fountain,  while  his  children  at  school  were 
sucking  into  their  systems  the  filth  and  germs  from  the 
mouths  of  thirty  or  forty  other  children,  imbedded  in  the 
rusty  rim  of  old  drinking  vessels.  The  tendency  today  is  for 
every  child  to  have  his  own  cup  and  to  use  no  other. 

"As  in  an  individual,  so  in  a  nation,  health  and  strength 
are  the  foundations  of  productiveness  and  prosperity." 

Departmental  Teaching.  In  most  places  having  a 
closely  graded  system  of  schools,  the  work  in  the  grammar 
grades  is  divided  among  several  teachers  so  that  each  one  in 
addition  to  the  general  oversight  of  her  own  particular  room 
does  the  teaching  of  some  one  or  two  subjects  in  other  rooms. 
By  this  method  a  teacher  becomes  a  specialist  and  is  enabled 
to  devote  all  her  time  to  the  preparation  of  her  own  subjects. 
To  illustrate,  one  teacher  has  all  the  history,  another  all  the 
geography,  another  all  the  arithmetic,  and  another  all  the 
language  and  grammar. 

As  a  result  each  teacher  is  enabled  to  put  four  times  as 
much  reading  or  study  on  her  own  branch  as  she  could 
possibly  do  if  she  were  obliged  to  prepare  all  four  of  the 
above  named  subjects  for  each  day's  work. 

More  than  this,  she  is  responsible  for  the  pupil's  growth 
throughout  their  entire  course  while  carrying  each  of  these 
principal  studies.  This  leads  to  a  broader  professional  spirit 
among  teachers. 

Formerly  no  special  preparation  was  made  by  the  great 
majority  of  teachers  before  they  entered  the  work.  In  many 
cases  the  teacher  was  obliged  to  study  as  hard  as  her  oldest 
pupils  to  keep  ahead  of  them.    In  other  words  she  heard 
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them  recite,  but  could  not  produce  original  thought  or  pro- 
voke intelligent  discussion.  Teaching  is  fast  assuming  its 
proper  position  among  the  professions,  and  in  order  that  the 
work  may  be  done  intelligently  there  is  no  reason  why  the 
teacher  should  not  bring  to  her  work  the  same  careful 
preparation  and  training  that  is  expected  of  the  minister,  the 
doctor,  or  the  lawyer.  Certainly  her  work  is  not  less  impor- 
tant if  progress  is  to  be  insured.  In  order  however  to 
encourage  this  preparation  it  has  been  necessary  to  raise  the 
salary  to  at  least  a  living  wage.  Teachers  who  are  successful 
must  not  only  spend  some  years  in  fitting  themselves,  but  must 
subscribe  to  numerous  pedagogical  papers  and  purchase  the 
latest  books  adapted  to  their  specialties.  The  average  wages 
paid  to  men  in  Massachusetts  is  1140.94  per  month  ;  and  to 
women  teachers  $52.75  per  month.  In  Bristol  County  the 
average  wages  paid  to  male  teachers  is  $111.93  per  month; 
the  average  wages  paid  to  women  $48.15.  The  cities  and 
towns  about  Norton  pay  their  women  teachers  monthly 
average  as  follows: — Attleboro,  $43.00;  North  Attleboro, 
$47.05;  Mansfield,  $39.66;  Foxboro,  $46.86;  Rehoboth, 
$29.53  ;  Easton,  $48.37  ;  Taunton,  $54.81 ;  Norton,  $38.66. 

Discipline.  In  no  phase  of  school  work  has  there  been 
such  a  change  of  sentiment  during  the  past  decade  as  in  the 
matter  of  discipline.  Not  many  years  ago  the  first  requisite 
of  a  teacher  was  muscle.  Rules  and  regulations  were  laid 
down  and  the  offender  was  dealt  with  as  if  he  were  a  criminal 
or  a  barbarian.  Some  of  the  old  time  punishments  were 
little  short  of  brutal  and  the  memories  that  we  have  of  many 
teachers  are  the  severity  of  their  punishments  rather  than  the 
quality  of  their  instruction. 

Today  such  procedure  would  not  be  tolerated  either  by 
parents  or  school  officials.  In  many  cities  and  towns  school 
committees  have  taken  corporal  punishment  away  entirety. 
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The  present  system  of  discipline  regards  the  child  as  a 
growth  capable  of  being  influenced  by  good  treatment.  It 
believes  that  a  child  has  honor  and  is  honest  by  nature  and 
that  if  he  errs  he  can  be  corrected  by  reason.  Whereas  the 
old  method  believed  in  breaking  the  child's  will,  to  make 
him  obedient,  the  new  method  seeks  to  train  his  will,  thereby 
increasing  rather  than  diminishing  his  self  respect. 

The  children  in  the  public  schools  do  not  always  behave  as 
we  would  like  to  have  them,  but  it  is  safe  to  say  that  they  are 
honest  at  heart  and  honorable  in  their  intentions.  They  need 
guidance  and  not  force,  and  in  our  own  schools  I  am  happy 
to  state  that  insubordination,  for  the  past  few  years,  has 
been  entirely  wanting.  The  moral  function  of  a  teacher  is  to 
stimulate  the  best  there  is  in  a  child  and  to  avoid  antagoniz- 
ing the  worst.  For  a  teacher,  as  of  old,  to  lay  down  a  set  of 
rules  and  specify  punishments  is  to  challenge  every  active 
boy  to  a  combat,  and  he  would  not  be  a  healthy  pupil  who 
would  not  accept  the  challenge  and  put  it  to  a  test. 

The  foregoing  are  only  a  few  of  the  problems  which  are 
now  demanding  public  attention  but  they  show  that  there  is 
activity  in  education  as  there  is  in  industrial  and  commercial 
enterprises. 

WHEN  SHALL  A  CHILD  ENTER  SCHOOL  ? 

The  above  question  is  a  much  discussed  one  and  the  dispu- 
tants are  by  no  means  of  one  mind. 

Those  who  have  made  the  study  of  a  child  their  life  work 
agree  upon  this,  that  the  child  should  not  enter  school  under 
eight  years  of  age,  or  if  he  does,  that  he  should  have  but 
little  hard,  mental  work.  The  idea  being  that  up  to  this  age 
the  child  is  undeveloped  in  body  and  needs  all  his  vitality 
for  physical  growth. 
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They  claim  that  the  child  needs  the  pure  air  and  unre- 
strained exercise  more  than  at  a  later  period,  and  that,  given 
these  up  to  eight  years  of  age,  he  will  be  in  a  condition  for 
harder  and  better  mental  work.  Theoretically  I  have  not 
the  least  doubt  that  there  is  much  truth  in  the  idea,  but  on 
the  other  hand,  I  do  not  believe  that  a  normal  child  will  be 
injured  if  he  enters  school  at  five  or  six  years  of  age. 

The  school  curriculum  as  arranged  at  present  includes  a 
large  amount  of  "  busy  work"  intended  to  instruct  the  little 
ones  in  the  art  of  doing  something  and  doing  it  well. 

Habits  are  being  formed  and  the  habit  of  industry  is  as 
necessary  in  a  little  child  as  in  an  adult  if  any  results  are  to 
be  accomplished  later.  Health,  however,  is  the  first  great 
consideration,  for  without  health  education  amounts  to  but 
little.  For  this  reason  children  in  the  first  two  grades 
should  have  short  exercises  where  concentration  of  mind  is 
required,  and  frequent  changes  in  busy  work. 

The  school  periods  should  be  shortened  by  recesses  and 
children  required  to  go  into  the  open  air  when  the  weather  is 
pleasant. 

If  these  things  be  done  by  an  intelligent  teacher  then  a 
child  of  five  years  is  better  off  in  school  than  on  the  street. 

There  is  a  tendency  however  to  push  the  precocious  child 
by  attempting  to  convert  the  brain  from  a  child  of  nature, 
growing  and  developing  slowly  and  robustly  in  both  mind 
and  body,  into  a  sort  of  hot  house  plant.  Too  often  do  we 
find  such  children  who  at  five,  six  or  seven  years  of  age  were 
bright  and  full  of  energy,  the  pride  of  their  parents  and 
teachers,  at  twelve  years  of  age  listless,  dull, — even  stupid, — 
their  energy  and  vitality  wasted  prematurely. 

A  child  who  enters  school  at  five  years  of  age  and  does 
creditable  work  will  pass  to  the  high  school  at  fourteen, 
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graduate  at  eighteen,  be  through  college  at  twenty-two  and 
if  he  chooses  a  profession  be  ready  to  enter  upon  it  at  twenty- 
five.  The  boy  who  does  not  go  to  college  can  go  to  his 
trade  and  at  twenty-one  be  his  own  master  well  qualified  to 
earn  a  livelihood. 

The  child  who  enters  at  eight  must  take  some  time  to 
settle  down  as  his  habits  of  restraint  are  unformed,  and 
should  accidental  sickness  overtake  him  during  his  school 
course,  he  must  of  necessity  lose  more  time  with  the  prob- 
ability that  he  will  not  get  into  high  school  before  he  is  fif- 
teen or  sixteen. 

A  school  course  is  progressive  and  no  child  can  drop  in 
and  out  with  impunity  and  expect  promotion.  A  certain 
amount  of  ground  is  required  to  be  covered  or  the  child  must 
remain  behind  his  grade,  hence  it  is  evident  that  the  boy  or 
girl  who  would  gain  time  must  be  a  constant  attendant. 
The  table  appended  to  this  report  will  give  the  average  ages 
in  the  different  grades  in  the  various  schools.  Some  child- 
ren will  be  older  than  the  average,  some  will  be  younger. 

If  a  child  is  much  older  than  the  average  there  is  need  of 
work  being  done  at  home  in  order  that  a  grade  may  be  gained  ; 
if  a  pupil  is  much  younger  than  the  average  it  would  seem 
best  to  take  things  easily  and  retain  health  and  strength. 

THE  FUTURE. 

During  my  connection  with  the  schools  of  Norton  I  have 
been  surprised  to  find  so  little  encouragement  to  young 
people  to  gain  a  college  education.  This  I  attribute  largely 
to  a  lack  of  proper  incentive.  The  town  has  had  no  high 
school  and  the  necessary  step  between  the  elementary  school 
and  the  college  has  been  entirely  lacking,  except  to  the  few 
who  have  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  enter  one 
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of  the  out-of-town  high  schools.  Too  often  we  hear  a  college 
education  decried  as  unfitting  one  for  life,  especially  by 
people  in  rural  communities.  The  boy  who  would  not  succeed 
at  any  thing  without  a  college  training  will  not  be  likely  to  be 
benefitted  by  it ;  but  the  boy  who  is  naturally  bright  will  be 
stimulated  an  hundred  fold  by  such  a  training. 

Says  Dr.  Lorimer,  in  a  recently  published  book,  "  Does  a 
college  education  pay?  Does  it  pay  to  feed  in  pork  trim- 
mings at  five  cents  a  pound  at  the  hopper  and  draw  out 
nice,  cunning  little  '  country '  sausages  at  twenty  cents  a 
pound  at  the  other  end?  You  bet  it  pays.  Anything  that 
trains  a  boy  to  think  and  to  think  quick  pays ;  anything  that 
teaches  a  boy  to  get  the  answer  before  the  other  fellow  gets 
through  biting  the  end  of  his  pencil  pays." 

The  following  from  my  report  to  the  school  committee  of 
Wrentham  last  year  covers  the  point  I  wish  to  make. 

"  There  was  never  a  time  in  the  history  of  our  country 
when  such  an  opportunity  was  open  for  bright,  wide-awake 
young  people  of  good  educational  training  as  at  the  present 
time.  We  are  passing  through  a  great  educational  epoch ; 
money  is  being  donated  almost  without  limit,  either  to  carry 
on  colleges  and  universities  already  in  operation,  or  to  found 
new  ones.  The  day  has  long  since  passed  when  an  educa- 
tion was  a  luxury.  It  has  become  a  necessity  and  the  future 
will  demand  more  than  the  past  has  done.  The  need  of  the 
hour  is  a  good,  sound  body  in  order  that  it  may  stand  the 
strain  necessary  for  one  to  undergo  who  aspires  to  rise  above 
his  fellows  in  the  educational  race. 

Specialists  in  every  department  of  life  are  now  found  ;  men 
and  women  who  in  addition  to  the  usual  preparation  have  by 
dint  of  personal  application  so  fitted  themselves  along  some  par- 
ticular line  that  their  advice  is  valuable.  Such  it  has  become 
in  business  whether  on  the  farm,  in  the  factory  or  behind  the 
counter.    Life  is  too  short  and  the  amount  of  knowledge 
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needed  too  great  for  one  to  be  an  expert  in  many  lines. 
Realizing  these  conditions  the  colleges  are  drawing  the  lines 
tighter  and  tighter  so  that  in  a  few  years  only  the  best  of  our 
young  people  will  be  sought  by  them. 

Says  President  Faunce  of  Brown  University,  4  The  time 
has  passed  when  our  chief  glory  should  be  in  size ;  better  five 
hundred  students  of  thorough  preparation  and  serious  pur- 
pose than  five  thousand  heterogeneous  individuals  who  are 
allowed  to  enter  college  for  the  sake  of  whatever  they  may 
happen  to  get  out  of  it.  Our  Faculty  have  adopted  many 
regulations  which  discourage  the  unfit  from  attempting  the 
college  course.  This  may  mean,  probably  will  mean,  a  tem- 
porary loss  in  numbers,  but  a  gain  in  service  to  the  country. 
We  have  carefully  pruned  our  list  of  accredited  schools 
which  have  the  privilege  of  sending  students  to  Brown  by 
certificate.  Any  new  school  applying  for  the  privilege  is 
now  placed  on  our  list  for  one  year,  and  no  school  remains 
on  the  list  more  than  three  years  without  making  fresh  appli- 
cation and  undergoing  a  fresh  examination.' 

In  nearly  all  the  professional  schools  having  a  recognized 
standing  a  change  in  the  requirements  for  admission  has  been 
made  within  the  past  five  years.  Heretofore  one  could  enter 
from  a  high  school,  take  the  required  courses  and  be  gradu- 
ated with  all  the  honors.  Now  a  college  education  is 
required  even  for  admission  and  in  some  of  them  an  addi- 
tional year  has  been  added  to  courses  of  study. 

We  are  sometimes  surprised  that  parents,  in  view  of  all  the 
circumstances  so  evident  on  every  side,  will  hold  even  a  high 
school  education  in  light  esteem  and  oftentimes  not  only 
foster,  but  create  an  indifference  to  it  on  the  part  of  their 
children. 

Below  the  high  school  the  child  receives  only  the  elemen- 
tary principles  which  will  enable  him  to  read  his  daily  paper 
more  or  less  intelligently,  reckon  his  wages  and  pay  his 
honest  debts. 

When  he  reaches  the  high  school,  if  he  enter  with  a  recep- 
tive mind  and  the  right  spirit,  science  begins  to  unfold  to 
him  the  beauties  and  the  wonders  of  nature  ;  the  study  of  his 
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native  language  broadens  his  mental  and  spiritual  horizon 
and  brings  him  in  contact  with  those  minds  which  have 
molded  the  thoughts  and  expressed  the  feelings  of  the 
human  race;  history  means  somethimg  more  than  the  acci- 
dental happening  of  disconnected  events ;  while  mathematics 
have  an  application  to  the  whole  physical  world  never 
dreamed  of  before.  As  the  high  school  is  above  the  elemen- 
tary school  so  is  the  college  above  the  high  school. 

The  aim  of  an  education  is  not  the  accumulation  of  wealth  ; 
if  it  were,  college  education  might  well  be  called  a  failure. 
To  measure  its  worth  on  any  financial  basis  is  to  create  a 
false  standard.  It  is  rather  a  preparation  for  living  —for  the 
enjoyment  of  what  one  has,  and  with  whatever  one  comes  in 
contact. 

To  be  able  to  appreciate  nature,  art  and  literature  is  worth 
far  more  during  the  short  span  of  one's  existence  than  to 
make  a  fortune  either  by  physical  drudgery  or  by  a  lucky 
strike  and  then  not  be  able  to  enjoy  it  for  lack  of  proper 
appreciation  of  one's  environments. 

President  Hyde  of  Bowdoin  College  sums  up  the  whole 
matter  as  follows :  4  To  be  at  home  in  all  lands  and  all  ages ; 
to  count  nature  a  familiar  acquaintance,  and  art  an  intimate 
friend ;  to  gain  a  standard  for  the  appreciation  of  other  men's 
work  and  the  criticism  of  one's  own ;  to  carry  the  keys  of  the 
world's  library  in  one's  pocket,  and  feel  its  resources  behind 
one  in  whatever  task  he  undertakes ;  to  make  hosts  of 
friends  among  the  men  of  one's  own  age  who  are  to  be 
leaders  in  all  walks  of  life ;  to  lose  oneself  in  generous  enthu- 
siasms, and  co-operate  with  others  for  common  ends ;  to  learn 
manners  from  students  who  are  gentlemen,  and  form  charac- 
ter under  professors  who  are  Christians; — these  are  the 
returns  of  a  college  for  the  best  four  years  of  one's  life.' 

That  education  is  a  necessity  of  the  times  is  abundantly 
proven  by  the  thousands  and  tens  of  thousands  who  are  dis- 
satisfied with  their  lot  in  life  and  who  are  honestly  attempt- 
ing to  redeem  time  unwisely  wasted,  and  opportunities  long 
since  past. 

The  extraordinary  success  of  the  great  number  of  corres- 
pondence schools  only  attests  the  more  strongly  the  regrets 
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of  those  who  have  neglected  the  past,  or  were  forced  to 
forego  the  necessary  preparation,  and  proves  the  great  need 
of  all  our  young  people  today  taking  advantage  of  every 
inducement  that  is  held  out  to  them,  ere  they  too  find  that 
the  problems  of  life  are  more  difficult  to  solve  than  they 
seem  to  youthful  minds.  Nearly  every  child  reflects  the 
home  influence.  If  the  parent  is  interested  the  child  will  be  ; 
if  the  parent  be  indifferent  the  child  will  be'  likewise,  and 
school  life  will  become  a  burden. 

When  we  so  often  hear  from  young  people  something  like 
this,  '  I  wish  I  had  remained  in  school  longer,  I  might  have 
done  so,'  we  are  reminded  that  it  is  only  another  case  of  fail- 
ure on  the  part  of  parents  to  use  the  proper  influence.  One 
great  aid  to  school  work,  and  in  fact,  to  life  work,  is  a  desire 
for  good  reading.  This  may  be  readily  cultivated  in  almost 
any  child,  and  there  is  no  place  better  adapted  for  the  germi- 
nation of  this  love  for  books  than  in  the  home.  When  all 
but  a  few  arithmetical  principles  shall  have  been  forgotten, 
and  Algebra  be  a  myth,  when  syntax  and  prosody  shall  have 
faded  from  the  mind,  and  two-thirds  of  all  that  was  learned 
in  school  shall  have  been  effaced  from  the  memory  by  non- 
use,  the  love  of  reading  implanted  by  the  mother's  knee,  and 
fostered  in  the  school  room,  will  continue  to  grow  as  the 
years  go  by,  developing  the  youth  and  the  young  man  into  a 
broad-minded,  public  spirited  citizen." 

ENTERTAINMENT. 

The  exhibition  of  work  which  for  the  past  two  years  has 
been  held  in  the  Town  Hall  was  omitted  in  June,  each 
school  having  its  own  exhibit  in  connection  with  its  closing 
exercises.  Instead  of  the  exhibition,  an  entertainment  was 
given  to  which  all  the  schools  in  town  contributed.  The  hall 
was  comfortably  filled  and  every  one  seemed  well  pleased. 
It  is  our  intention  to  have  these  entertainments  more  often 
during  the  warmer  weather  and  we  trust  they  will  be  patron- 
ized and  encouraged. 
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MUSIC. 

The  special  work  in  music  has  been  under  the  direction  of 
the  Messrs.  Whittemore  as  in  former  years.  More  advanced 
work  will  be  attempted  and  the  results  will  be  seen  in  a 
public  demonstration  such  as  was  given  last  June. 

SCHOOL  DECORATION. 

The  schools  will  be  glad  to  receive  framed  or  unframed 
pictures  suitable  for  school  decoration. 

Receipts  of  all  such  will  be  acknowledged  by  the  superin- 
tendent in  his  annual  report. 

We  are  glad  to  state  that  a  number  have  already  been 
promised  on  the  completion  and  occupation  of  the  new  build- 
ing. 

The  superintendent  regrets  that  he  was  unable  to  properly 
attend  to  the  duties  assigned  him  as  a  member  of  the  build- 
ing committee.  Through  the  untiring  efforts  of  the  chair- 
man of  the  committee  and  the  other  two  members  however, 
the  work  has  been  as  well  done  as  a  fourth  member  could 
have  hoped  had  he  been  present  all  the  time. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  committee  especially  for  the 
assistance  rendered  during  the  summer  vacation  and  the 
opening  weeks  of  the  fall  term  ;  also  the  teachers  for  their 
faithfulness  and  loyalty  and  the  citizens  for  their  continued 
confidence  and  favors  during  the  past  seven  years.

REPORT  OF  CEMETERY  WORK. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  of  March  1903  it  was  voted, 
"that  the  Selectmen  be  instructed  to  take  steps  toward  mak- 
ing plans  of  the  different  public  cemeteries  in  the  town  and 
establishing  a  record  of  the  names  of  persons  buried  therein." 
F.  W.  Holden  was  authorized  to  do  the  work  and  we  beg 
leave  to  submit  his  report  in  connection  therewith.

To  the  Selectmen  of  Norton : — After  due  consideration  with 
you  of  the  expense  contemplated  by  the  above  vote  and  esti- 
mates for  the  full  cost  varying  all  the  way  from  three  hun- 
dred to  one  thousand  dollars,  it  was  decided  that  a  step  of 
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reasonable  length  would  be  to  expend  an  amount  of  money 
not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

The  services  of  Mr.  Silas  H.  Cobb  were  secured  and  with 
the  writer  the  surveying  and  plotting  have  been  done  and 
the  plans  drawn  by  the  former.  Mr.  F.  M.  Draper  has 
made  blue-prints  of  the  same  and  has  shown  his  interest  by 
giving  his  labor  and  materials  gratis.  The  record  of  the 
burials  has  been  made  by  the  subscriber. 

In  doing  the  work  a  systematic  plan  of  surveying,  plotting 
and  numbering  has  been  followed  in  each  cemetery.  It:  was 
the  intention  to  do  the  work  of  the  Common  and  Center 
cemeteries  during  the  present  year,  but  when  this  had  been 
done,  we  were  informed  that  Timothy  Plain  was  a  public 
cemetery,  also  the  Cobb  or  Smith  yard.  We  were  then 
invited  to  go  to  Winnecunnet,  and  it  was  decided  that  in 
justice  to  all  parts  of  the  town  a  complete  plan  of  all  burial 
places  should  be  made.  Eighteen  burial  places  have  been  sur- 
veyed, plotted,  and  with  but  one  exception,  that  of  the  Joseph 
Newcomb  yard,  the  record  of  burials  has  been  made.  This 
record  however,  is  incomplete  as  many  graves  are  unmarked 
or  unknown.  To  make  a  record  of  the  unmarked  graves  is 
a  question  of  time  and  patient  labor. 

There  remains  quite  an  amount  of  clerical  work  to  be 
done,  one,  possibly  two  private  yards  have  not  been  surveyed, 
if  there  are  others  such  knowledge  has  not  been  gained. 

To  finish  the  work,  as  it  has  been  planned,  the  record 
should  be  completed  and  a  numbered  marker  placed  at  each 
lot  and  at  the  ends  of  the  avenues,  markers  such  as  the  gov- 
ernment uses  and  such  as  are  used  in  neighboring  towns, 
can  be  purchased  in  quantities  at  ten  cents  each. 

Those  who  have  had  the  matter  in  charge  have  received 
much  encouragement  by  both  hearing  and  seeing  expressions 
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of  increased  interest  and  many  have  rendered  valuable  assis- 
tance in  making  the  record  of  unmarked  graves.  At  the 
Common,  Mr.  Field  has  freely  given  time  and  information; 
at  the  Center,  Mr.  Lincoln ;  at  Timothy  Plain  and  the  Cobb 
cemeteries,  Miss  Harriet  Newcomb;  in  Winnecunnet,  Mr.  W. 
D.  Witherell;  at  Cranes,  Mr.  George  Terry  Crane. 

In  the  early  summer  the  Selectmen  issued  a  circular  which 
has  been  of  great  value  in  bringing  the  work  before  the 
people  and  resulted  in  many  uncared  for  lots  being  improved 
and  cared  for. 

Should  a  record  be  made  of  time  and  materials  given,  it 
would  be  found  that  the  value  was  about  one  half  as  much 
as  the  town  has  expended.  The  citizens  of  the  town  are 
invited  to  inspect  the  work  that  has  been  done.

REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  Norton  : — 

The  Committee  to  whom  you  entrusted  the  keeping  of  our 
schools  hereby  renders  its  report. 

If  the  saying  were  true,  UA  new  broom  sweeps  clean,"  you 
might  expect  to  find  perfection  relative  to  school  matters 
throughout  our  town. 

But  crippled,  as  is  often  the  case  for  the  lack  of  a  suffi- 
ciently large  appropriation,  we  found  it  impossible  to  do 
what  demands  attention. 

The  financial  statement  shows  that  of  the  amount  for  re- 
pairs, nearly  three-fourths  has  been  expended  in  the  districts 
Nos.  4,  5  and  8.  Another  like  amount  will  put  the  buildings 
in  fair  order. 

Our  schools  are  making  good  progress,  directed  by  our  able 
superintendent  and  experienced  teachers. 

We  found  it  necessary  to  supply  the  need  of  a  teacher  in 
the  High  School. 

Drawing  was  introduced  at  the  commencing  of  the  school 
year,  instruction  given  in  all  our  schools. 

In  none  of  our  schools  has  the  number  of  pupils  assigned 
to  a  teacher  been  too  large  for  best  results. 

The  plan  adopted  to  discontinue  the  schools  in  Nos.  2,  -3 
and  6  is  still  in  force  ;  and  though  arousing  opposition  in 
some  localities,  the  fact  is  apparent  that  the  pupils  of  these 
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schools  have  enjoyed  advantages  greater  than  they  otherwise 
could  under  the  old  system  with  less  cost  to  the  town. 

If  the  measure  becomes  a  law  providing  for  the  erection  of 
waiting  rooms  by  railway  corporations,  a  great  need  will  be 
supplied  for  our  scholars. 

Since  our  number  of  High  School  pupils  is  as  large  as  at 
present,  it  seems  economy  to  support  the  grades  in  town. 

Those  pupils  advanced  beyond  the  second  year  have  at- 
tended High  School  in  other  towns,  costing  from  sixty  to 
seventy-five  dollars  each.  As  the  town  pays  the  transporta- 
tion of  such  pupils,  we  have  assisted,  to  a  reasonable  degree, 
the  High  School  pupils  attending  in  town  who  reside  a  mile 
or  more  from  the  school.  This  may  not  be  wise  to  continue, 
but  it  has  stimulated  those  ambitious  by  placing  in  reach 
possible  opportunities.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Norton  : — 

Gentlemen : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  first  annual 

report  on  the  condition  of  the  public  schools  of  Norton. 

Owing  to  my  brief  service  as  Superintendent  of  your 

schools,  this  report  will,  doubtless,  lack  many  interesting  and 

instructive  details,  with  which  one  can  acquaint  himself  only 

by  long  observation. 

TEACHERS. 

The  first  requisite  in  any  progressive  school  system  is  an 
efficient  corp  of  instructors.  The  town  is  fortunate  in  pos- 
sessing a  number  of  such  instructors.  There  are  here,  too, 
as  elsewhere,  those  who  maintain  only  a  fair  average  of 
proficiency,  together  with  the  inevitable  few  who  are  "tried 
and  found  wanting." 

It  is  gratifying  to  discover  that  some  of  our  teachers  dis- 
play a  desire  for  self-improvement  along  educational  lines, 
by  following  definite  courses  of  study.  In  this  calling,  as  in 
any  other,  one  who  persistently  neglects  his  professional 
reading  soon  falls  to  the  rear.  The  measure  of  a  teacher's 
success  is  in  exact  proportion  to  the  power  of  his  personality, 
his  general  knowledge,  the  knowledge  of  his  specialty,  his 
understanding  of  human  nature  and  control  of  self,  and  to 
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his  standing  as  a  citizen  in  a  community.  Scholastic  training 
and  early  environments  will  furnish  the  rudiments  of  these 
essentials.  But  complete  and  harmonious  development  is 
possible  only  by-continual  upbuilding.  Such  a  teacher  will 
be  a  student  of  philosophy,  literature,  nature,  art,  politics 
and  religion.  He  will  study  the  lives  of  master  educators 
and  aspire  to  their  standards. 

And  it  may  be  apropos  of  the  time  to  remark  that  a  teach- 
er's work  is  not  easy.  A  mother,  who  is  confused  and  dis- 
tracted by  the  care  of  three  little  ones,  will  bundle  them  off 
to  school  with  the  expectancy  of  inexhaustible  patience  on 
the  part  of  the  teacher.  The  best  of  teachers  is  at  times  im- 
petuous or  forgetful.  Before  final  judgment  is  passed,  is  it 
not  well  to  weigh  the  good  as  critically  as  the  bad.  When  a 
teacher  takes  up  her  work  among  us,  let  us  as  eagerly  recount 
her  successes  as  her  short-comings.  "To  err  is  human.''  So 
let  us  be  just. 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  you  will  soon  formulate  a  code  of 
regulations  governing  the  general  conduct  of  the  schools. 
There  will  then  be  set  forth  in  detail  the  duties  of  all  school 
officials.  In  addition,  courses  of  study  will  soon  be  submit- 
ted to  you  for  adoption.  The  necessity  of  a  well-defined 
course  of  study  is,  of  course,  too  obvious  to  require  explana- 
tion. Any  business  so  complicated  as  a  public  school  system 
requires  preconceived  study  and  deliberation. 

NO  SCHOOL  SIGNAL. 

The  severe  storms  of  the  past  few  weeks  have  emphasized 
the  need  of  a  "no  school"  signal.  It  seems  altogether  need- 
less to  jeopardize  the  lives  and  health  of  our  small  children 
for  want  of  so   slight  a   precaution.      It  is  argued  that

the  pupils  who  are  able  to  get  to  their  respective  school- 
rooms should  have  the  benefit  of  the  day's  instruction.  But 
too  many  ambitious  pupils  will  brave  a  storm  when  they 
might  better  have  remained  at  home.  After  sitting  half  a 
day  in  damp  garments,  colds,  if  not  illnesses,  usually  result. 
Cannot  some  signal  be  arranged  for  the  more  thickly  popu- 
lated districts,  even  if  a  general  notification  is  impossible  ? 

TEXT-BOOKS. 

There  is  an  urgent  demand  throughout  the  town  for  new 
text-books  to  replace  those  worn  out.  To  furnish  every 
pupil  with  clean,  whole  books  will  require  a  slightly  larger 
expenditure  for  the  current  year. 

PENMANSHIP. 

It  is  planned  to  change  from  vertical  writing  to  a  modified 
slant.  Although  vertical  penmanship  corrected  many  unde- 
sirable features  of  the  old  slant  system,  yet,  in  the  opinion  of 
business  men  it  falls  short  in  practical  use.  It  is  confidently 
expected  that  a  medial  style  of  writing  will  combine  what  is 
good  of  both,  in  furnishing  attractiveness,  individuality, 
facility  of  movement,  and  legibility. 

MUSIC  AND  DRAWING. 

A  word  of  praise  is  due  our  special  teacher  for  her  very 
creditable  work  in  music  and  drawing.  Work  in  these 
branches  is  carried  on  with  great  difficulty  in  the  mixed 
schools,  owing  to  the  limited  time  allotted  them.  Since  a 
knowledge  of  drawing  is  indispensable  in  any  branch  of 
mechanics,  it  is  especially  valuable  to  pupils  of  a  state  whose 
principal  industry  is  manufacturing. 
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RURAL  SCHOOLS. 

The  teachers  of  the  rural  schools  are,  without  exception, 
conscientious  in  their  endeavor  to  maintain  in  their  several 
grades,  a  standard  equal  to  that  of  corresponding  grades  at 
the  larger  buildings.  This  can  be  accomplished  only  approx- 
imately however,  owing  to  the  large  number  of  classes  under 
the  charge  of  each  teacher. 

GRADED  SCHOOLS. 

The  pupils  at  Norton  Centre  and  Chartley  are  well  housed, 
and  their  teachers  are  accomplishing  fair  results.  But  it  is 
entirely  obvious  that  our  children  must  be  so  arranged  as  to 
allow  more  time  for  individual  grades,  before  Norton  schools 
ma}^  be  considered  excellent.  And  I  assume  that  the  citizens 
of  this  town  are  desirous  of  furnishing  their  children  with 
the  best  education  that  their  means  can  afford.  Under 
present  arrangements  the  cost  of  our  schools  is  entirely  in- 
commensurate with  the  returns. 

In  a  school  of  one  grade,  that  grade  receives  instruction 
five  hours  per  day,  whereas  in  a  school  of  seven  grades,  one 
grade's  allotment  of  the  day's  session  is  forty-two  minutes. 
It  is  idle  to  argue  that  the  latter  system  is  sufficiently  profita- 
ble to  any  child. 

Furthermore,  we  are  not  conserving  the  healths  of  our 
children  in  compelling  them  to  spend  a  great  part  of  their 
youth  in  barn  like  structures  which  do  not  furnish  the  most 
ordinary  protection  to  life  and  health. 

I  should  recommend  the  erection  of  a  two-roomed  building 
at  East  Norton  for  the  accommodation  of  all  pupils  east- of 
the  railroad  station. 

I  should  also  recommend  additional  rooms  at  Norton  Cen- 
tre and  Chartley. 
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Then  all  pupils  of  the  town  might  be  accommodated  at 
these  centres  in  clean,  ventilated,  well-heated,  well-lighted 
buildings. 

HIGH  SCHOOL. 

The  establishment  of  a  High  School,  in  the  last  fall  term, 
was  a  great  step  in  advance.  In  the  beginning,  the  courses 
of  study  will  necessarily  be  quite  restricted.  But  in  the 
process  of  time,  and  as  demand  warrants  the  expenditure,  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  the  courses  will  be  so  broadened  and 
varied  as  to  make  the  school  of  practical  advantage  to  the 
greatest  possible  number  of  young  men  and  women. 

The  present  generation  witnesses  a  great  change  in  High 
School  curriculums.  Formerly  the  youth  were  taught  to 
read,  write  and  figure,  in  the  common  schools,  and  the  High 
School  confined  its  work  largely  to  preparing  for  the  so-called 
learned  professions.  But  there  was  not  sufficient  provision 
for  those  who  wished  to  follow  other  pursuits.  There  is  now, 
as  never  before,  a  demand  for  men  of  business  education, 
due,  doubtless,  to  the  commercial  spirit  of  the  age.  Like 
demands  are  heard  from  those  industries  from  which  com- 
merce derives  all  vitality,  agriculture,  mining,  manufactur- 
ing, and  countless  other  enterprises.  Hardly  an  important 
industry  exists  which  does  not  depend  for  very  life  upon 
engineer,  scientist  or  skilled  designer. 

No  school  system  is  complete  without  business,  scientific 
and  manual  training  courses. 

Those  schools  may  be  accorded  the  most  successful  which 
qualify  the  greatest  number  of  future  citizens  for  careers  of 
usefulness.

In  the  report  of  the  undersigned  Auditors  for 
the  year  1903  the  net  balance  against  the  town  was 
reported  as  $12,588.64.  An  obligation  of  $2,033.85 
(being  the  town's  proportion  of  the  cost  of  the  aboli- 
tion of.  the  Grade  Crossing  at  Meadow  Brook)  was 
contracted  in  the  previous  year  and  omitted  to  be  re- 
ported as  a  debt  of  the  town ;  this  amount,  with  an 
additional  balance  of  $304.39  due  the  Highways  from 
the  street  R.R.  excise  tax  make  the  actual  indebted- 
ness $14,926.88  at  the  end  of  1903.  The  present 
Report  shows  an  indebtedness  of  $13,529.06  being  a 
reduction  in  the  net  debt  of  the  town,  the  past  year 
of  $1,397.82  although  the  above  statement  shows  an 
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increase  in  debt  caused  by  the  omission  reported. 
The  increase  of  our  indebtedness  occured  in  1903  and 
was  caused  by  the  expense  of  change  in  grade  of  road 
referred  to. 

We  have  examined  the  books  and  accounts  of  the 
Treasurer  and  the  Selectmen,  and  find  them  correctly 
kept  and  supported  with  proper  vouchers.

Article  4.  Vote  on  license  question,  Yes,  43  ; 
No,  102. 

Article  5.  Voted  to  accept  the  reports  of  the 
town  officers  after  making  certain  changes  in  the 
highway  limits. 

Article  6.  The  finance  committee  then  made 
the  recommendations  which  were  adopted.  Voted  to 
raise  for  the  repairs  of  roads  and  bridges  $2000, 
$1600  to  be  expended  and  the  bills  all  turned  into  the 
Selectmen  on  or  before  the  third  Saturday  in  June. 
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Also  voted  that  the  Town  instruct  its  Board  of  Select- 
men that  they  shall  not  pay  any  bill  for  labor  that  is 
not  carefully  itemized,  so  that  our  next  annual  report 
shall  contain  the  number  of  hours  service  which  has 
been  actually  paid  for  by  the  highway  surveyors  of 
the  town.  Also  voted  that  the  price  to  be  paid  for 
labor  on  the  highways  be  left  to  the  descretion  of  the 
surveyors.  All  former  votes  of  the  town  are  hereby 
rescinded. 

Article  7.  Voted  to  raise  for  the  support  of  poor 
and  incidental  expenses,  $1700.00. 

Articles  8,  9,  10  were  taken  together,  and  voted 
that  the  sum  of  $5600  be  appropriated  to  cover  the 
three  articles,  which  were  support  of  schools,  trans- 
portation and  supplies. 

Article  11.  Voted  to  raise  for  the  repairs  of 
school  houses,  $400.00. 

Article  12.  Voted  that  the  manner  of  repairing 
their  school  houses  be  left  with  the  school  committee. 

Article  13.  Voted  to  raise  for  the  payment  of 
the  town's  proportion  of  the  salary  of  superintendent 
of  schools,  $300.00. 

Article  14.  Voted  to  raise  for  the  payment  of 
the  first  installment  due  from  the  town  for  the  aboli- 
tion of  the  grade  crossing  at  Meadow  Brook,  $550.00. 

Article  15.  Voted  to  raise  for  the  support  of 
the  Public  Library,  $500.00. 
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Article  16.  Voted  to  raise  for  Memorial  Day, 
#70.00. 

Article  17.  Voted  to  appropriate  for  building  a 
fence  enclosing  the  new  addition  to  the  Center  Ceme- 
tery, $50.00. 

Article  18.  Voted  that  this  Article  be  stricken 
from  Warrant. 

Article  19.  Voted  to  appropriate  $100  to  com- 
plete the  records  and  buy  markers ;  and  it  is  further 
recommended  that  a  committee  consisting  of  C.  T. 
Oldfield,  George  S.  Wood,  F.  M.  Draper,  F.  W. 
Holden,  Silas  H.  Cobb  be  elected  to  serve  without 
pay  to  make  a  new  layout  of  the  new  part  of  the 
Centre  Cemetery,  so  called.  Also  to  attend  to  build- 
ing said  fence  under  Article  17. 

Article  20.  Voted  that  the  same  power  be 
granted  the  Selectmen  as  was  in  force  last  year,  with 
the  further  instruction  that  all  warrants  issued  here- 
under shall  be  served  by  officers  of  the  Town  of 
Norton. 

Article  21.  Voted  that  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
curing a  temporary  loan  to  and  for  the  use  of  the 
Town  of  Norton  in  anticipation  of  the  taxes  of  the 
present  municipal  year,  the  Town  Treasurer,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  borrow  from  time  to  time  a  sum  or 
sums,  in  the  aggregate  not  exceeding  ten  thousand 
dollars  ($10,000),  and  to  execute  and  deliver  the  note 
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or  notes  of  the  town  therefor,  payable  within  one  year 
from  the  time  the  loan  is  made,  with  interest  theron 
at  a  rate  not  exceeding  six  per  cent  per  annum.  The 
said  debt  or  debts  incurred  by  a  loan  or  loans  to  the 
town  under  this  vote  are  to  be  paid  from  the  taxes  of 
the  present  municipal  year. 

Article  22.  Voted  that  the  manner  of  collecting 
their  taxes  be  the  same  as  in  previous  years.

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate 
money  for  Memorial  Day  exercises. 

.Article  17.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will 
take  to  suppress  the  illegal  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors 
in  the  town,  and  raise  money  therefor. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize 
the  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  19.  To  determine  the  manner  of 
collecting  their  taxes. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
accept  the  list  of  jurors  as  presented  by  the  Select- 
men. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
authorize  the  Moderator  to  appoint  a  finance  commit- 
tee or  otherwise  elect  the  same  for  the  coming  year. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  warrant  by 
posting  up  attested  copies  of  the  body  of  the  same  at 
each  of  the  public  meeting  houses  in  said  town  seven 
days  at  least  before  the  time  of  holding  said  meeting. 
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Hereof  fail  not,  and  make  due  return  of  this  war- 
rant with  your  doings  therein  to  the  town  clerk  at 
the  time  and  place  of  said  meeting.

REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  Norton,  Greeting: — 

The  School  Committee  in  offering  their  report  present  that, 
which  in  its  nature,  would  appear  to  be  both  transient  and 
permanent. 

The  committee  holds  its  regular  meetings  in  the  Town  Hall, 
on  the  first  Monday  evening  of  each  month.  The  committee 
is  always  ready  to  listen  to  suggestions,  receive  criticism, 
praise  or  complaints  when  received  in  the  proper  form  which 
should  be  through  the  superintendent,  but  common  talk  is 
not  taken  into  consideration. 

The  town  is  asked  to  bear  in  mind  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  the  committee  from  three  to  nine,  the  election  of 
which  was  for  several  purposes. 

In  Barrowsville  the  school-house  has  been  repaired,  an 
assistant  teacher  employed,  the  running  expenses  nearly 
doubled,  satisfaction  reported. 

The  Sturdy  School  building,  condemned,  has  been  repaired 
and  accepted  by  the  State.  Barge  transportation  for  section 
No.  2  inaugurated.  The  repairs  would  seem  to  be  permanent. 
The  transportation  is  a  question  for  consideration. 

A  full  course  High  School  has  been  established.  The  gift 
of  Mrs.  Wheaton  has  given  to  the  school  a  well  equipped 
laboratory.    The  school  has  equaled  expectations.    The  town, 
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at  a  little  extra  cost,  has  grown  into  a  good  High  school,  and 
no  one  who  had  begun  a  course  of  study  in  an  out-of-town 
school  has  been  unjustly  treated  by  having  the  course  of  study 
broken.  With  the  ending  of  the  present  school  year  the 
town  will  cease  to  pay  tuition,  and  having  a  full  course  High 
School,  accepted  by  the  State,  will  receive  from  the  State 
three  hundred  dollars  each  year  for  maintaining  such  a 
school. 

In  section  No.  2,  a  parent  asked  that  children  might  attend 
the  centre  school.  The  case  was  investigated.  The  request 
granted. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  scholars  from 
section  No.  3. 

Parents  asking  "If  I  rent  a  house  here  will  my  children  be 
transported  to  a  graded  school." 

Schoolhouse  No.  5,  condemned,  has  been  repaired  and 
accepted  by  the  state. 

For  schoolhouse  No.  8  the  committee  has  been  asked  to 
furnish  a  new  or  repaired  pump.  The  matter  should  be 
attended  to  in  the  early  spring. 

Schoolhouse  No.  7  has  been  closed.  The  children  attend 
the  Center  school.  The  school  is  satisfactory.  Transporta- 
tion in  a  scattered  community  is  a  difficult  problem  and  have 
all  receive  equal  advantages.  A  parent  in  No.  7  asked  that 
the  barge  come  to  his  door,  and  the  request  was  granted.  A 
parent  in  No.  6  asked  that  the  barge  come  to  his  door  and  the 
request  was  granted.  The  town  is  now  paying  twenty-five 
dollars  per  month  extra  on  account  of  the  granting  of  these 
two  requests.    Other  parents  are  watching  the  experiment. 

The  question  of  transportation  is  a  serious  problem  when 
the  committee  are  divided  as  to  method.    Some  would  take 
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every  advantage  of  the  electric  cars,  as  they  are  more  econom- 
ical and  satisfactory.  Others  would  transport  from  the  door, 
and  still  others  from  the  closed  schoolhouse  or  on  the  main 
street  passing  the  schoolhouse. 

The  committee  has  exceeded  the  appropriation,  the  town, 
however  is  getting  more  and  better  school  advantages  than  it 
has  ever  had.  The  excess  has  been  for  repairs,  for  transpor- 
tation and  for  three  new  teachers,  one  for  Barrowsville,  one 
for  the  Center  grammar  school  and  a  teacher  for  each  of  the 
two  studies,  music  and  drawing,  rather  than  to  combine  these 
two  special  branches  under  one  instructor.  In  both  branches 
there  is  satisfaction. 

The  question  is  asked,  "Is  there  no  way  to  have  just  as 
good  schools  at  less  cost?  Salaries  cannot  be  cut  down  and 
retain  good  teachers.  Two  dollars  for  each  child,  for  books 
and  supplies  is  not  an  excessive  amount.  Where  sixty  tons 
of  coal  is  consumed,  good  janitor  service  is  essential. 

Parents,  however,  may  be  asked  to  do  more  for  their  child, 
that  is,  if  a  car  passes  within  a  mile  of  the  house,  become  re- 
sponsible for  the  child's  meeting  the  car;  the  same  might  be 
said  of  the  barge  and  the  child  would  not  be  injured.  In 
stormy  weather  parents  might  meet  the  barge  or  car  the  same 
as  they  would  go  to  the  schoolhouse.  Parents  living  within 
a  mile  or  even  a  mile  and  a  quarter  on  a  street  over  which  a 
barge  or  car  passes,  might  be  asked  to  pay  the  town  a  nominal 
sum  if  they  wished  their  child  to  ride  to  and  from  school, 
all  this  would  lessen  expenses. 

At  the  present  time  the  Centre  school  has  seventeen 
scholars  in  the  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth  grades.  The  Sturdy 
school  has  thirteen  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades,  none  in 
the  ninth.  The  present  cost  for  two  teachers  is  ninety-five 
dollars  per  month.  There  might  be  a  larger  money  saving 
by  combining  these  two  schools  under  one  teacher. 
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The  efficiency  of  both  the  grammar  and  high  school  might 
be  improved  and  the  demand  for  a  commercial  course  met  by 
combining  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  of  the  grammar 
schools  under  one  teacher,  and  employing  a  teacher  to  teach 
the  ninth  grade  of  the  grammar  school  and  such  studies  of  a 
commercial  course  as  are  not  already  provided  for. 

The  question  for  the  town  to  consider  is  how  to  improve 
the  efficiency  of  our  schools  without  further  increasing  the 
cost.

Minority  Report  of  the  School  Committee. 


To  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Norton,  Greeting: — 

Norton,  Mass.,  Feb.  1,  1905. 

In  making  our  report,  the  minority  members  of  the  School 
Board  wish  to  present  the  facts  concerning  the  schools  in  as 
plain  a  manner  as  possible. 

It  is  desired  by  the  members  that  the  voters  and  citizens 
may  have  a  clear  understanding  of  the  present  school  situation 
and  running  expenses  and  also  the  present  expense  for  trans- 
portation and  the  number  of  pupils  transported. 

Quite  a  few  changes  have  been  made  in  the  teaching  force 
and  three  have  been  added  to  the  number  at  an  additional 
annual  expense  of  1954.00.  All  the  changes,  with  one  excep- 
tion, were  made  in  accordance  with  recommendations  from 
our  superintendent.  This  addition  consists  of  an  assistant  for 
the  Barrowsville  school,  a  separate  teacher  for  music  and 
drawing,  for  which  one  had  been  employed  in  1903-4,  and 
,an  additional  teacher  at  the  Centre  school  for  the  7th,  8th  and 
9th  grades. 

The  7th  and  8th  grades  at  the  Centre  were  formerly  in  the 
room  with  the  first  two  grades  in  the  High  School ;  but  the 
committee  added  the  third  year  to  the  High  School  thus  in- 
creasing the  duties  of  the  principal  and  his  assistant.  The 
course  of  study  adopted  by  the  preceding  committee  provided 
for  a  9th  grade  and  our  Superintendent  recommended  that  a 
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new  teacher  be  procured  to  teach  the  7th,  8th  and  9th  grades 
at  the  Centre  thus  leaving  the  High  School  grades  alone  in 
one  room. 

The  repairs  made  this  year  have  been  quite  extensive.  At 
Barrowsville  a  new  chimney,  new  stove  pipe  and  new  floor 
have  been  put  in  and  the  walls  and  ceiling  of  the  room  newly 
painted.  The  room  is  now  in  first  class  condition.  The 
chimney  was  built  large  enough  to  admit  of  installing  a  heat- 
ing plant  similar  to  that  placed  in  the  No.  5  School  house. 

The  repairs  at  the  Sturdy  School  have  been  made  to  comply 
with  the  State  requirements.  A  special  report  has  been 
made  showing  the  total  expense  of  this  work.  At  No.  5  the 
requirement  of  the  state  has  also  been  carried  out  by  putting 
in  a  heating  and  ventilating  plant. 

Both  the  Sturdy  building  and  No.  5  were  condemned  by 
the  State.  Since  being  repaired  they  have  been  examined  by 
the  State  inspector  and  approved  by  him. 

The  supplies  have  cost  very  nearly  $600.00  which  is  the 
amount  of  the  appropriation  made  for  this  purpose.  A  large 
part  of  this  amount  has  been  expended  for  procuring  High 
School  supplies  and  books  necessary  for  the  establishment  of 
the  3rd  year  work. 

The  books  now  in  use  by  the  lower  grades  are  in  a  very  bad 
condition  and  a  great  many  of  them  totally  unfit  for  use. 

The  matter  of  transportation  from  districts  No.  2,  3,  6  and 
7  has  been  the  cause  of  a  heavy  outlay  and  at  the  present 
cost  will  necessitate  a  much  larger  appropriation  for  this  year. 
The  course  which  has  been  taken  by  the  committee  has  been 
somewhat  varied  and  it  seems  as  though  special  favors  had 
been  granted  certain  families  or  localities.  Early  in  the  spring 
of  1904  the  committee  unanimously  voted  to  transport  by 
barge  to  the  Sturdy  school  all  scholars  from  No.  2  district, 
that  were  in  grades  below  the  High  School  and  who  were  then 
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being  taken  to  the  Centre  School.  The  contract  for  this  was 
awarded  to  Mr.  C.  H.  Lane.  There  were  two  bids  made,  one 
for  $15.00  and  the  other  for  $10.00  per  week.  This  price  was 
made  for  transportation  from  Skinners'  corner  to  the  Sturdy 
School. 

Application  was  made  to  the  committee  through  the  Chair- 
man by  an  old  resident  of  that  district,  asking  that  his  grand- 
child he  allowed  the  privilege  of  completing  the  year  ending 
in  June  at  the  Centre  School.  Also  that  the  committee  pay 
his  transportation  on  the  electric  cars  from  Valentine's  corner. 

The  committee  allowed  the  child  to  attend  the  Centre  school ; 
but  would  not  pay  the  transportation.  Later  a  family  came 
into  the  district  with  five  children  and  located  about  as  far 
from  the  No.  2  school  house  as  the  family  before  mentioned. 
They  also  wanted  the  privilege  of  attending  the  Centre  school. 
This  family  was  given  not  only  the  favor  requested  but  also 
allowed  transportation  expenses  on  the  cars,  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  this  family  were  willing  to  pay  their  own  car 
fare.  The  only  reason  that  was  brought  forward  for  allowing 
this  favor  was  that  the  children  would  have  to  start  too  early 
if  taken  on  the  barge  and  that  the  mother  could  not  get  them 
ready  so  early  in  the  morning.  The  five  children  could  have 
taken  the  barge  at  Dorr's  corner  at  no  expense  to  the  town. 

After  this  precedent  had  been  established  three  applications 
were  made  by  families  in  districts  6  and  7  asking  that  the 
barge  take  their  children  from  the  door  and  return  them  to 
their  homes  at  night.  These  requests  have  all  been  granted. 
The  whole  matter  of  transportation  is  one  that  will  bear  very 
careful  study.  We  believe  that  it  should  be  done  at  much 
less  expense.  If  it  is  just  that  one  family  should  pay  trans- 
portation why  should  not  all  do  the  same?  On  the  other 
hand  if  it  is  right  that  the  town  should  pay  $1.25  per  week 
for  transportation  of  a  single  family  why  should  not  any 
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family  under  similar  circumstances  expect  the  same.  We 
believe  that  the  transportation  from  No.  2  district  could  be 
partly  if  not  entirely  abolished.  At  present  it  is  costing 
more  to  transport  scholars  from  the  various  districts,  with 
the  exception  of  No.  3.  than  it  did  to  run  the  schools. 

In  regard  to  High  School  pupils  being  educated  in  town  or 
allowed  the  opportunity  to  go  to  more  efficient  schools  which 
are  located  on  all  sides  of  us  it  may  be  well  to  make  a  few 
statements.  There  are  those  in  town  who  would  much  prefer 
that  their  children  should  be  allowed  to  attend  out  of  town 
High  Schools,  not  only  because  of  the  additional  advantages 
offered  but  because  of  the  better  and  more  varied  means  of 
transportation.  In  most  cases  where  the  town  is  now  pay- 
ing transportation  for  High  School  scholars  in  town,  the 
same  cost  would  take  them  to  Attleboro  or  Taunton. 

It  can  readily  be  seen  from  the  list  of  our  High  School 
scholars  which  we  have  printed,  together  with  the  section 
of  the  town  from  which  they  come,  that  nearly  all  of  them 
can  get  to  either  Attleboro  or  Taunton  as  easily  as  to  our 
Centre  School.  As  will  be  seen  by  this  list  there  were  32 
pupils  in  the  High  School  on  January  7th,  36  entering  in 
September.  We  are  at  present  paying  for  High  School 
teachers  alone  $ 1250.00  and  our  Superintendent  says  that  it 
will  be  necessary  to  increase  this  amount  at  least  $ 250.00  the 
coming  year,  making  a  total  of  $1500.00  outside  of  fuel,  sup- 
plies and  laboratory  expenses.  If  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion approves  our  High  School  we  shall  be  entitled  to  $300.00 
from  them  providing  we  keep  two  teachers  and  do  not  have 
scholars  in  out  of  town  high  schools. 

The  cost  for  tuition  in  both  the  Attleboro  and  Taunton 
High  Schools  is  #50.00  per  year,  of  which  the  state  refunds 
one  half;  thus  making  the  total  tuition  per  scholar  $25.00. 
The  tuition  in  Mansfield  High  School  is  $50.00  and  in  Easton

136.00.  The  committee  in  all  four  of  these  towns  has  been 
consulted  and  in  every  case  replied  that  they  are  not  only 
willing  but  would  be  glad  to  take  our  High  School  scholars. 

The  cost  of  transportation  varies  from  $10.00  to  $18.00 
but  in  most  cases  $10.00  would  cover  the  transportation  for 
40  weeks.  The  matter  of  transportation  for  out  of  town 
High  School  scholars  is  optional  with  the  town.  Until  a 
comparatively  recent  date  out  of  town  High  School  scholars 
paid  their  own  transportation.  Several  parents  of  children 
now  attending  the  town  High  School  have  expressed  them- 
selves as  not  being  satisfied  and  stated  that  they  preferred 
sending  their  children  to  an  out  of  town  school.  The  cost  of 
tuition  and  transportation  together  however  is  quite  an  ex- 
pense. Where  the  town  has  to  pay  $25.00  for  tuition  an 
individual  has  to  pay  $50.00.  There  no  doubt  may  be  advan- 
tages in  having  our  own  High  School  but  it  seems  as  though 
we  were  imposing  a  hardship  on  many  families  in  the  outly- 
ing districts,  who  can  get  to  other  schools  easier  than  to  our 
own.    We  would  also  get  much  greater  value  for  less  expense. 

It  is  possible  that  it  would  be  economy  to  run  the  first  two 
grades  in  the  High  School  if  that  could  be  done  in  connection 
with  the  grammar  grades.  In  our  opinion  it  is  very  poor 
judgment  to  attempt  a  full  course  High  School  with  the 
small  number  of  scholars  that  we  are  almost  sure  to  have  in 
the  third  and  fourth  year. 

A  good  deal  is  said  about  consolidating  the  7th  and  8th 
grades  in  Chartley  with  the  7th  and  8th  grades  at  the  Centre 
as  a  means  of  economy.  At  the  present  time  there  are  in  the 
7th  and  8th  grades  at  Chartley  13  pupils ;  at  the  Centre 
school  in  the  7th  and  8th  grades  there  are  14  pupils  and  two 
of  this  number  reside  in  Chartley  and  should  attend  the 
Sturdy  school  without  any  cost  to  the  town  for  transporta- 
tion. 
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There  are  3  pupils  in  the  9th  grade  at  the  Centre  and  one 
of  these  comes  from  Chartley.  There  are  also  3  pupils  in  the 
7th  grade  at  Barrowsville  two  of  whom  have  been  members 
of  the  Sturdy  school  until  very  recently. 

It  is  not  in  our  opinion  for  the  best  good  of  the  town  as  a 
whole  to  take  away  school  advantages  from  the  small  districts. 

It  can  be  readily  seen  from  the  above  statement  that  the 
present  grammar  grades  could  be  brought  together  at  Chart- 
ley  at  quite  a  saving.  The  Centre  grammar  would  be  entirely 
abolished  and  there  would  be  no  need  of  an  assistant  at  the 
Barrowsville  school.  This  would  save  $754.00  in  teachers' 
salaries  and  the  expense  of  transportation  would  be  less  than 
it  would  if  these  grades  were  brought  together  at  the  Centre. 
There  would  also  be  a  large  saving  in  fuel. 

One  question  for  the  town  to  consider  is,  can  we  afford  the 
luxuries  of  city  schools  where  the  scholars  are  so  widely 
scattered.  Can  we  afford  to  decrease  the  value  of  our  out- 
lying property  by  taking  away  school  advantages.  It  seems 
as  though  we  should  try  to  give  all  sections  of  the  town  as 
near  as  possible  equal  advantages. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  with  just  management  more  and 
greater  advantages  may  be  enjoyed  by  a  larger  part  of  the 
public  at  less  expense  to  the  town.

Superintendent's  Report. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Norton  : — 

Gentlemen: — My  second  annual  report  on  the  schools  of 
Norton  is  herewith  submitted. 

The  past  year  has  witnessed  many  changes  in  our  school 
system, — changes  which,  in  the  main,  must  necessarily  work 
permament  improvement  to  our  schools,  changes  that  portend 
such  excellence  ultimately,  that  Norton  citizens  will  one  day 
point  with  pride  to  the  educational  facilities  of  their  home 
town.  Not  that  we  have  yet  attained  any  degree  of  perfec- 
tion, for  fruitless  experiments  are  inevitable  in  the  construction 
of  a  school  system.  But  I  sincerely  believe  we  are  "pointed 
right,"  and,  given  sufficient  moral  and  financial  support,  we 
shall  accomplish  good  things  for  our  community. 

Probably  the  most  difficult  question  which  you  have  to 
solve,  at  present,  is,  how  to  furnish  good  schooling  to  child- 
dren  of  the  sections  of  more  scattered  population.  Not  only 
are  the  children  spread  over  a  wide  territory,  but  there  are 
many  highways  to  be  traversed  by  barges  when  we  attempt 
to  consolidate.  Nevertheless,  more  or  less  transportation 
must  be  devised,  in  the  interests  of  economy  and  effective 
work.  By  economy,  I  mean  not  that  our  expenditures  should 
be  reduced  to  a  nominal  sum,  but  rather  that  the  people 
should  receive  maximum  returns  for  the  capital  involved. 
Consolidated  schools  are  like  other  consolidated  interests  in 
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points  of  economical,  forceful  administration,  greater  produc- 
tion at  less  comparative  cost,  and  larger  dividends. 

As  recommended  in  a  previous  report,  the  writer  believes 
that  a  building  should  be  erected  in  the  eastern  part  of  the 
town  for  the  accommodation  of  children  of  that  section. 
This  would  enable  better  grading  for  these  pupils,  and  ob- 
viate any  necessity  for  using  the  old  buildings  now  standing. 

Further,  the  building  now  in  use  at  Barrowsville  is  quite 
inadequate.  Either  it  should  be  supplanted  by  a  new  build- 
ing of  two  rooms,  or  the  pupils  should  be  transported  to  one 
of  the  larger  buildings. 

A  strong  sentiment  prevails  against  deserting  these  land- 
marks. This  feeling  of  half-affection,  and  half-reverence  for 
things  which  were  associated  with  our  own  youth,  or  our 
fathers'  existence,  is  hi  some  degree  incident  to  each  of  us. 
But,  on  the  other  hand,  while  the  i%  Little  Red  Schoolhouse 
furnishes  picturesque  material  for  verse  or  tale,  we  must 
admit  that  it  is  better  adapted  to  memories  than  to  modern 
life. 

As  usual,  there  have  been  numerous  changes  in  the  teach- 
ing force  during  the  year.  Two  teachers  were  transferred, 
one  resigned  to  accept  a  better  position,  one  resigned  to 
engage  in  further  study,  and  three  were  dismissed  as  unsatis- 
factory. During  the  summer  two  teachers  were  engaged  who 
resigned  before  commencing  work.  We  experience  some 
difficulty  in  procuring  teachers  of  the  desired  quality*,  by 
reason  of  our  small  salaries  and  also  because  skilled  teachers 
usually  refuse  to  accept  schools  of  more  than  two  grades. 
Norton  has,  however,  at  the  present  time,  an  exceptionally 
strong  corps  of  teachers. 

A  great  improvement  is  noted  in  the  special  branches, 
music  and  drawing.  It  is  nearly  impossible  to  find  one  per- 
son who  shows  equal  aptitude  and  interest  in  both  branches. 
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Therefore  it  seemed  advisable  to  you  to  place  each  of  these 
subjects  under  a  separate  supervisor.  The  results  fully 
justify  your  action. 

Just  a  word  should  be  said  in  commendation  of  your  intro- 
ducing new  courses  of  study  last  spring.  Every  year's  work 
is  definitely  outlined,  and  progress  in  the  various  schools  will 
become  more  uniform. 

As  previously  advocated  the  medial  system  of  penmanship 
has  been  substituted  for  the  vertical.  More  than  one  year's 
trial  is  necessary  before  the  pupils  as  a  whole,  will  show  de- 
cided improvement,  after  so  radical  a  change,  but  a  number 
of  individuals  are  writing  with  far  more  legibility  and  facility. 
The  teachers  are  convinced  that  the  change  will  ultimately 
work  to  the  advantage  of  all. 

Your  additional  allowance  for  supplies  and  text-books  was 
quite  largely  used  in  purchasing  books  for  the  High  School, 
no  additional  appropriation  having  been  made  for  this  pur- 
pose when  the  town  authorized  the  continuance  of  this  insti- 
tution. However,  all  schools  are  better  provided  with  books 
now  than  at  this  date  last  year.  An  equal  expenditure 
during  the  coming  year  should  put  us  on  a  very  substantial 
footing. 

The  placing  of  an  assistant  at  the  Barrowsville  school  has 
materially  aided  the  regular  teacher.  A  higher  standard  of 
scholarship  is  maintained,  and  the  general  tone  of  the  school 
is  better. 

Last  spring  some  of  you  felt  dissatisfied  with  the  ragged 
attendance  in  certain  schools,  and  thereupon  instigated  a 
better  enforcement  of  the  school  attendance  laws.  The 
results  are  extremely  gratifying.  The  attendance  of  the  past 
fall  term,  as  compared  with  that  of  the  corresponding  term  in 
1903,  at  the  Centre  building  shows  an  improvement  of  one 
per  cent.,  at  the  Barrowsville  building  two  per  cent.,  and  at 
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the  Sturdy  building  nine  and  two-tenths  per  cent.  It  is 
worthy  of  note  that,  whereas  the  buildings  last  named  stand 
near  the  foot  of  the  list  in  the  attendance  records  appended 
to  this  report,  the}^  bid  fair  to  have  obtained  a  high  standing 
at  the  end  of  the  current  year.  The  greatest  improvement 
by  any  individual  school  has  been  made  in  the  Sturdy  Gram- 
mar room,  the  percentage  of  attendance  having  been  increased 
ten  per  cent. 

We  are  having  too  many  special  programs  in  our  schools. 
That  is,  too  many  afternoons  are  given  over  to  songs,  dialogues 
and  recitations.  The  preparation  for  these  events  requires  too 
much  time  and  energ}%  which  might  be  expended  better  in 
regular  work.  Teachers  adopt  this  plan  to  induce  parents  to 
attend  the  schools.  Many  mothers  form  exclusive  opinions 
of  the  schools,  either  from  what  is  reported  by  their  children, 
(who,  too  often  do  not  know  the  things  which  are,  and  do 
know  the  things  which  are  not,)  or  from  some  brilliant  "last 
day"  performance,  which  like  charity  covers  "a  multitude  of 
sins."  There  is  an  excellent  custom  in  our  neighboring  town 
of  Attleboro,  that  of  setting  apart  one  week  of  the  year, 
which  is  called  visiting  week.  During  this  week  parents  are 
specially  invited  to  visit  the  schools,  and  observe  the  regular 
work  as  it  is  daily  carried  on.  Under  such  a  custom,  a 
mother  might  acquire  a  reasonably  accurate  knowledge  of 
what  the  school  is  doing  for  the  child,  and  of  what  the  child 
is  doing  for  himself. 

We  have  three  classes  in  the  High  School  now,  with  a 
total  of  thirty-five  pupils.  This  would  seem  to  prophesy  a 
probable  enrollment  of  forty  at  least,  when  the  full  four 
years  of  work  are  in  operation  next  year.  While  it  is 
doubtless  true  that  out  of  town  schools  offer  a  greater  variety 
of  courses  to  our  young  men  and  women,  on  the  other  hand, 
probably  a  small  proportion  of  the  forty  would  avail  them- 
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selves  of  a  High  School  course  if  the  institution  were  not  in 
our  very  midst.  And,  not  only  is  the  school  good  in  itself, 
but  its  mere  presence  in  the  town  will  furnish  a  healthy 
impetus  to  the  work  in  lower  grades,  to  say  nothing  of  its 
raising  our  school  system  in  the  estimation  of  neighboring 
communities  of  prospective  residents. 

As  on  previous  occasions,  Norton  is  the  recipient  of 
a  generous  gift  from  Mrs.  Wheaton,  who  has  donated  a 
splendid  Physical  laboratory  to  the  High  School.  That  town 
is  fortunate  indeed,  which  can  claim  as  its  own  a  citizen  of 
means,  who  is  loyal,  broad-minded  and  public  spirited.

High  School  extended  through  three  years. 
Transportation  of  No.  7  pupils  to  Centre  building. 
Opening    of    additional  room   in  Centre    building  to 

accommodate  Grades  VII,  VIII  and  IX. 
Special  teachers  engaged  for  both  music  and  drawing. 
No  school  signals  for  stormy  weather. 
Addition  of  assistant  teacher  at  Barrowsville. 
Recommendations  for  coming  year:  — 

An  expenditure  of  at  least  $600.  for  text  books  and 

supplies. 

A  two  roomed  building  in  East  Norton. 
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Additional  school  room  or.  transportation  for  Barrowsville. 
Opening  of  old  No.  1  building  to  be  used  as  a  Primary 

school  for  Norton  Centre. 
Addition  of  a  third  teacher  to  the  teaching  force  of  the 

High  School,  for  the  introduction  of  commercial 

subjects.
